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BUSINESS REVIVAL 
‘PEN BY J. J. HILL. 


Railway Magnate of North- 
west Tells Taft What 
Treasury Experts Now. 
See in Receipts. 
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BY RAYMOND. 

Washington, D. C., May 13.—[{Special.)}— 
When James J. Hill, the northwestern rail- 
road king, came out of the White house today 
gfter an extended conference with President 
Taft, he expressed the opinion that the bust!- 
ness of the country, which he distinguishes 
sharply from trading in Wall street, was on 
the up grade. He also said that if congress 
would hurry up and settle the tariff matter 
one way or the other there would bea steady 
increase in commercial profit. 

Mr. Hill does not look for a boom, but fora” 
healthy, although somewhat rapid, growth, 
and in this opinion he is in harmony with the 
officials of the treasury department, the in- 
spectors of the bureau of labor, special agents 
of the department of commerce, and experts 
from the bureau of statistics and of the 
census. Mr. Hill took occasion to express 
this opinion to President Taft, whom he 
found entirely in sympathy with his opti- 
mistic view of the business situation. 

Mr. Hill’s argument in favor of a speedy 
gettiement of the tariff question as the only 
thing lacking to complete commercial pros- 

ty was expressed with characteristic 
originality and directness. 


Conditions Not Created by Law. 

“There are hundreds of thousands of peo- 
pie,” he said, “ who keep their eyes on Wash- 
dngton whenever there is any disturbance 
in the country. People who are really posted 
know that while commercial conditions are 
influenced to some extent by legislation, they 
are not created by law. Unfortuntely there 
are too many people who have come to believe 
that congress can pass laws to cure the tooth- 
ache, set a broken leg, or cause the crops 
to grow. When the tariff agitation is over 
these people will turn their attention to their 
own business and then the good times will 
be here to stay. The outlook at the present 
time is all that could be desired and al! that 
is necessary is a cessation of the tariff agita- 
tion.” 

Mr, Hill has his own views on the wheat 
crop and the relation to it of the Patten 
corner. He did not go into details in re- 
gard to the latter episode, but he did say 


~~ the wheat crop promises to be fair, but not 


big. -uany farmers instead of plowing in 
the fall, put it off until spring. The late 
snows and rains made the ground too wet 
for early spring plowing, and so the ground 
which otherwise would have been devoted 
to wheat, was sown to oats and barley. The 
result is a decrease in the wheat acreage and 
& consequent decrease, of course, in the total] 
crop, but not sufficiently so to justify any 
panic prices whatever. 


Treasury Receipts Go Up. 

Coupled with the report of good crop con- 
ditions in the northwest comes the infallible 
indication of increased business activity 
shown by the treasury report. The tide cer- 
tainly has turned in the most significant man- 
her. The receipts of the treasury today 
actually exceeded the expenditures, and the 
proportionate deficit for this month will be 
really small. The total deficit for the fiscal 
year will be well inside of $100,000.000, which 
ig about $25,000,000 less than was anticipated 
at the beginning of the year. 

Moreover, the receipts both from customs 
and internal revenue are jumping upward, 
and every report which comes into the treas- 
ury from almost every section of the coun- 
try indicates a revival of business in spite of 
the tariff agitation. The chances seem to be 
that the people are less disturbed over the 
tariff question than the statesmen here in 
Washington believe to be the case. 

That is to say, the governm@nt reports show 
that business has not been halted by the 
tariff debate, and imports, which would 
Raturally decrease in view of possible lower 
duties, are on the contrary increasing. 


Crawling Out of Debt. 


Treasury reports brought down to this aft- 
trhoon indicate that if there were no tariff 
revision at all the government would soon be 
out of the woods, provided expenditures were 
kept anywhere near within bounds. The 
deficit for the first twelve days of May was 
only $1,827,671. For today the receipts were 
$116,701 in excess of the expenditures, There 
are no interest or other unusual payments 
for the month of May, so that the deficit for 
this month will not be largely in excess of 
$2,000,000. 

According to the present rate of receipts 
and expenditures the deficit for the year 
Would be only from $25,000,000 to $30,000,000, 
Which is far from being a dangerous symp- 
tom, with the tariff agitation, and the special 
Sésion of congress to divert the attention 
of the people. That there will be a total 
deficit for the year of about $95,000,000 is due 
to the unfavorable conditions some months 
*$0, when the country had only begun to 
recover from the disastrous money panic in 
the fall and winter of 1907. 

Few people, including even many men en- 


' ®aged in large financial operations, appre- 


clate how unerring is the indication afforded 
of general business conditions by the daily 
receipts of the United States treasury. When 
business is booming and prices are stimu- 
lated the movement of foreign goods to the 
United States begins of itself, because there 
ig @ market here which makes it worth while 
0 pay the duty unless the tariff rate is abso- 
lutely prohibitory. 
Prosperity Brings More Money. 

When the people are prosperous they im- 
port more. Men who are satisfied with cheap 
clothing when they are hard up, import Eng- 
lish woolens when they have the price to pay 
for them. People use more sugar, | more 
Spices, and more of everything which pays 
toll to the government at custom houses 
when they are well off than when they are 
alarmed about the future.

Texas Senator Votes for Duty 
on Iron Ore and Scores 
Trusts in Angry 
Speech. 


ASKS JAIL SENTENCES. 


Washington, D. C., May 13.—[Spectal. }— 
Senator Bailey of Texas today madea speech 
in the senate demanding the imprisonment of 
** malefactors of great wealth.” He said the 
imposition of fines was insufficient punish- 
ment for violators of the anti-trust laws. 

Mr. Bailey’s particular attack on the 
millionaires was made before the vote on the 
iron ore duty was taken. He announced 
that he proposed to vote for the duty on iron 
ore as a revenue measure, declared that such 
action did not affect the prosperity of the 
United States Steel corporation, and added 
that even if he did, there was a better way 
to,.dge) with the organizetion, which was 
by an enforcement of the anti-trust law 
against it. 

Just before adjournment the senate by a 
vote of 61 te 24 adopted the recommenda- 
tion of the committee on finance for a duty 
of 25 cents per ten on iron ore. The house 
had placed that article on the free list while 
the Dingley law levies a duty on it of 40 
cents per ton. In taking this vote party lines 
were annihilated, as seventeen Democrats 
voted “‘yea” with the Kepublicans and 
twelve Republicans voted “nay” with the 
Democrats.

Mr. Bailey did not furnish all the amuse- 
ment in the senate today. Mr. Rayner of 
Maryland got excited when Senator Smith of 
Michigan quoted Charles M. Schwab. 

‘‘T don't believe a word he says,’’ said Mr. 
Rayner. “There seems to be something 
about the tariff that perverts the human 
mind and the aspirations and longings of the 
soul for truth. The situation in Washing- 
ton here today is such that you cannot get 
the truth out of anybody. I am fond of liars, 
I have studied them by day and by night, but 
I néver in my life saw such an aggregatton of 
them as are assembled in this capitol, and 
they can lie with equal facility upon one side 
or the other of the same question.” 


Bailey Holds Day’s Honors. 


However enlivening Mr. Rayner’s few re- 
marks may have been, they were not suffi- 
clently luminous to detract from Mr. Bailey's 
pyrotechnics. Mr. Bailey wants it understood 
that he would be harsh with the aforesaid 
malefactors of great wealth. 

“ Just put one of these malefactors of great 
wealth in the penitentiary,” he said, “ and 
you will see the anti-trust law enforced with- 
oft any further violations. Send one of these 
men to the penitentiary and you will stop 
these violations by others. You cannot do it 
with fines, because when the court fines a 
trust the trust fines the people, and as long as 
the punishment is measured in dollars and 
cents they will continue to violate the law. 
Send one of them to the penitentiary and it 
will work like magic. 

‘The millionaire,” ¢ontinued Mr. Batley, 
who was receiving the attention of senators 
on both sides of the chamber, “ values one 
thing more than his fortune, and that is his 
liberty. He does not love justice. He does 
not love that peace of mind for which others 
struggle. But he loves his liberty.” 

Mr. Bailey said he expects the United 
States Stee! corporation will be dissolved. 


Expects to See Them Flee, 


“7 expect to see its officers imprisoned,” 
he continued, “or become fugitives from 
justice, and if men now charged with the 
administration of the law fail to perform 
their demand I have an abiding faith that 
the American people will call into their serv- 
ice another set of men, if not fram another 
party at jeast another set of men from your 
party. The stalwarts of today would be- 
come the insurgents of that ee and the 
insurgents of this generation‘\would be the 
stalwarts of the next generation. at is as 
certain as any event in the future ean be.”

According to the complaint on file in court 
here Mrs. Harper used “ arts, enticements, 
and allurements "’ to “ maliciously alienate” 
the affections of Sidney Harris from his law-

married to Harris six months after his effi- 
ployment by Mrs, Harper and that for a few 
months the young couple enjoyed a biissful 
honeymoon. Then, the plaintiff alleges, Har- 
ris surrendered completely to the “‘wiles”’ of 
the owner of the automobile of which he 


was the driver. 


Break Up in Rock Island. 

Mrs. Harris claims that it was in Rock 
Island, in December, 1907, that Mrs. Harper 
obtained the supremacy over the affections of 
the chauffeur. A break occurred in the 
Harris family at that time, but a reconcilia- 
tion was effected the following January, 
when Harris left Rock Island with his wife. 

In March, 1908, reads the complaint, Harris 
returned to Rock Island and to the estab- 
lishment of Mrs. Harper against the wishes 
of Mrs. Harris. From then until the following 
November, Mrs. Harris says, her own little 
romance dwindled rapidly, until on Nov. 17 
her husband deserted her completely, leav- 
ing her alone with their only child, Cecil 
Sidney Harris. 

Thereupon, according to Mrs. Harris, the 
chauffeur and Mrs. Harper spent “ several 
joyous months In trips to various eastern 
cities.” Mrs. Harris says she heard of the 
couple in New York, Chicago, and Lincoln, 
Neb., and says that during the summer 
previous to the final desertion Mrs. Harper 
took Harris to many places on pleasure 
trips that, the complaint says, it was not 
necessary to take a chauffeur. 


Waiting for Couple’s Return. 

Last December Mrs. Harper went to the 
Hotel Green in Pasadena, Cal., remaining 
there until two weeks ago, when she went 
to 600 North Fair Oaks avenue in Pasa- 
dena. Mrs. Harris says she was waiting 
all this time in Rock Island expecting Mrs. 
Harper to return to her splendid residence 
there, but recently she learned that the Mar- 
per place in Rock Island had been sold to- 
gether with a number of automobiles and 
other property. T 

Mrs. Harris says that upon receipt of this 
information she came west, located Mrs. 
Harper, and placed her affairs in the hands 
of attorneys with the result that suit was 
filed today. 

In bringing Stuart Harper into the com- 
plaint Mrs. Harris says she expects to re- 
cover damages from an estate of $750,000 
owned by Mrs. Harper, in which Mr. Harper 
has an interest. The piaintiff says that Hat- 
per had large property of his own, but, tn 
the words of the bill on file, he * went 
through with it.”

Grace Velie Harper is the only daugh- 
ter of the late 8S. H. Velie of Moline and be- 
fore and since her marriage to Stuart Harper 
of Rock Island was prominent in the society 
circles of Rock Island, Moline, ana Daven- 
port. She always was much admired. 

She is a sister of William Velie, who once 
employed Harper in the office of the Velie 
carriage works at Moline. Velie is financia)- 
ly interested in many industries in this séc- 
tion. 

A few years ago Mr. and Mrs. Harper butit 
a costly home on the bluffs overlooking Rock 
Island, where they entertained on a sumptu- 
ous scale. A few months ago they moved to 
Los Angeles, and recently disposed of their 
property in Illinois. 

Mr. and Mrs. Harper are both wealthy, the 
latter being a niece of the late C. H. Deere of 
Moline. 

Mrs. Harper derived a large part of her 
fortune from a grandfather and an unéle, 
both of whom died miNionaires, and she is 
said to have added considerable to it through 
judicions investment. 

Mr. and Mra Harper were married fifteen 
years ago. They always have been regarded 
as an exceptionally happy couple and their 
home life is said to have been ideal, 


SLAYER BETRAYED 
BY TALK IN SLEEP. 


Convict’s Confession Clears 
Mystery in the Killing 
of Policeman R. J. 
Macanenny. 


MURDER TRIAL PROBABLE 


From the lipe of a convict tn the Joliet 
penitentiary there came yesterday a start- 
ling confession which clears the murder mys- 
tery of Policeman Robert J. Macanenny, 
who was shot and killed Nov. 16, 1907, at 
Sixty-third street and Wentworth-av. 

The convict, James O'Neill, confessed to 
Capt. P. D. O'Brien, chief of detectives, that 
it was he who killed the policeman. He had 
committed a burglary half an hour before 
he said, and when he saw Macanenny he 
suspected that the policeman was going to 
stop him. 

Macanenny, who was in full uniform, was 


Wentworth avenue, He spoke to the bur- 
giar, asking where he was going. 

In his right hand O'Neill clutched a revol- 
ver concealed in his overcoat pocket. He 
drew it and sent a bullet through the patrol- 
man’s heart. 


Slain Without Warning. 

It was evident to the policemen who arrived 
five minutes after the shooting that Mac- 
anenny had been killed unawares. His over- 
coat was buttoned and his revolver was in a 
pocket under the breast of the garment, the 
place where policemen carry their weapons 
in winter. A block distant from where the 
murder was committed is the Englewood 
police station, which Macanenny had left a 
few minutes before. 

Macanenny’s wife had died the previous 
April, and reports were circulated that he 
might have been killed by some jealous hus- 
band. Chief Shippy, who took a persona! 
interest in the hunt for the murderer, de- 
nounced these reports as malicious and with- 
out grounds. 

Several suspects with prison records were 
arrested, but the mystery remained unsolved 

“Bob Mack,” as the murdered man was 
known to his comrades in the police depart- 
ment, had been a member of the force since 
1882. For several years he was acting ser- 
geant at the Twenty-second street Station, 
and he also was a detective in the red light 
district. 


Arrested Soon After Murder. 

About three weeks after the killing of 
Macanenny Detectives Biddinger and Mor- 
gan of headquarters arrested James O’Nej)) 
for a series of south side burglaries. With 
two others he was convicted before Judge 
Kersten for the robbery of a jewelry store 
at Fifty-ninth and Halsted streets, He was 
given an indeterminate sentence, from one 
to fourteen years. 

A few weeks ago Capt. O’Brien received in- 
formation from a paroled convict who oc- 
cupied a cell next to O'Neill, that the latter 
talked in his sleep about a murder. From 
what the former convict could hear in the 
stillness of the prison at night he became 
convinced that a “bull ’’—meaning a uni- 
formed policeman—was the victim. 

Acting on this information, Capt. O’Brien 
went to Joliet and conferred with Warden 
Murphy. A convict who could be relied upon 
was given a cell adjoining O'Neill, and he 
nightly wrote down the talk he heard. Much 
of it was rambling and inaudible, but after 
several nights spent in listening to O'Nej}! 
enough was learned to suspect him of the 
Macanenny murder. 


O’Brien Forces Confession. 

Yesterday afternoon Capt. O’Brien quietly 
slipped out of the city, and an hour later he 
was behind the walls of the Joliet peniten- 
tiary. He took Detective Biddinger with him. 

O'Neill was brought to the office of the 
warden and accused by Capt. O’Brien of Mac- 
anenny’s murder. Although a hardened 
criminal his face blanched and he trembled 
from head to foot. 

‘C’Neill was led to believe that one of hig 
former pals who was an accomplice tn sey- 
eral burglaries had given the tip that he 
was the policeman’s slayer. 

He denied the charge, but the captain en- 
acted the killing from the description given 
by the murderer in his sleep. Finally he 
broke down under the grueling and con- 
fessed to the murder. 

From the convict who occupied the cel! next 
to O'Neill it was learned that the latter 
knew the murderer ‘of Albert Walsh, a 
draftsman who was kiljed by a burglar in 
his residence at 4544 Indiana avenue on July 
31, 1907. O'Neill a ed to Capt. O’Brien 
that he knew who this slayer was, but said 
that under no cing would he reveal 
entity. ee ;

ASK DENEEN TO KEEP OFF 


Congressman Out for Prize, with 
Waterways as Reason for « 
| Seeking Job, 


BY C. S. R. 

Springfield, I1l., May 13.—{Special.]—Con- 
gressman William Lorimer, in a conference 
with Gov. Deneen this evening, when the 
congressman's purpose to be elected to the 
United States senate was discussed, ex- 
plained his intentions, his prospects, and, by 
implication at least, suggested that it would 
be appreciated if Mr. Deneen did not put any 
obstacles in the way. 

There are now lined up for Lorimer, ac- 

cording to the estimates and figures of his 
friends, sixty Democratic and forty Repub- 
lican votes. That brings his estimated total 
within three of a constitutional majority of 
the assembly in joint session and gives him 
more than enough to elect on any of the joint 
ballots if a full membership be not present 
and if he would take his chances with an 
election which gave him only a majority of 
those present and voting. 
If this vote can be held in line and if nath- 
ing arises to change the present plans of the 
congressman and his backers he will be 
given his trial Wednesday. 


Includes Some Band of Hopers. 


The vote now counted for him includes 
members of the Band of Hope, who have not 
been .voting, for Albert J. Hopkins, but who 
are supposed to be willing to do as the gov- 


Gov. Deneen told his visitora tonight that 
he did not believe Mr. Lorimer could be 
elected, but even he concedes sixty Demo- 
cratic votes to the congressman—or admits 
that his information on that score coincides 
with the statements of the congressman’s 
supporters. 

Northwest side committeemen from Chi- 
cago have been in Springfield working for 
Lorimer, and they include men affiliated with 
the governor in Cook county politics. The 
legislators from the northwest side districts 
have been told by their committeemen to 
get into the Lorimer movement as soon as 
they want to. So far as political influence 
counts it has been cast largely in the con- 
gressman’s favor by the politicians of this 
district. 

The Band of Hope Republicans who have 
been voting for Congressman George E. 
Foss or for“ scattering ’’ candidates, have 
held several meetings in a prayerful effort 
to determine their duty in the matter, and 
have about decided that they can vote for 
Mr. Lorimer. These members include such 
representatives as Apmadoc, Butts, Church, 
Ton, Sollitt, etc. 


Northwest Side in Line. 


The northwest side Republicans, including 
Representatives Richter, Hutzler, Beck, 
Fieldstack, etc., are in line with the advices 
and consent of their committeemen. The 
least dependable item in the Lorimer total 
is the number of Democratic votes on whom 
absolute dependence can be placed. 

Some votes can be taken away from Hop- 
kins in the senate. Senator McElvain voted 
for Lorimer this morning. Atleast one other 
senator was ready to vote for him today if 
he had not been asked to retard himself a 
little and wait until next week. 

The Browne faction on the minority side is 
the most bothersome factor M the proposi- 
tion and the Lorimer men do not know how 
the cat will jump there. Mr. Browne him- 
self has displayed no particular friendliness 
for the Lorimer cause, and it is a question 
if he and the men who follow him can be 
brought to agree to the Lorimer program. 
The congressman, as has been explained to 
Gov. Deneen, has made up his mind that he 
wants to go to Washington. (Jt is explained 
that the deep waterway is the principal con- 
sideration influencing him in this desire. 

He believes that if the state will commit 
itself to a real deep waterway movement and 
agree by legislation to wait until the federal 
government is willing to act, and in addition 
will send him to the United States senate he 
will be able during the six years of his term 
to secure the necessary action from congress 
which will dig the ditch. 


Two Birds with One Stone. 


At first it was his idea that he could ac- 
complish more in this direction if he remained 
in his present place in congress, but he has 
changed his mind. It was explained to Gov. 
Deneen tonight that in the congressman's 
opinion both the senatorship and the water- 
way problems could be settled by sending 
him to the senate. 

Gov. neen is not asked to come out open- 
ly—deserting Hopkins and declaring for Lori- 
mer—or even to use influence which might be 
traced back to the executive office. It is ad- 
mitted in the consideration the Lorimer men 
have given to the governor's probable atti- 
tude that he cannot be expected to desert 
the ex-senator. What they want him to do 
is to keep his hands off the men allied with 
him, but whom he was not able to deliver 
to the former senator. With these men will- 
ing, and not interfered with, the Lorimer 
supporters believe they can elect the con- 
gressman. 

Although it is decided practically that the 
congressman shall be given his trial for the 
place on Wednesday, some of the anti-Hop- 
kins men and some of the Democrats are in 
doubt whether it would not be advisable to 
give Speaker Shurtleff a try at it first, their 
theory being that he could poll the solid 
Democratic vote and that Lorimer may not 
be able to get allofit. At Shurtleff, however, 
the Band of Hope is likely to balk, and Lori- 
mer can get their votes. For that reason 
Lorimer is preferred above the speaker. 


Think Deneen Will Shut Eyes. 


It is the low browed theory that Mr. De- 
neen will shut his eyes when the assault of 
the Lorimer forces is made and that he will! 
not put on sackcloth and ashes if the con- 
gressman should be successful, providing 
nothing impeaching the record of his sup- 
port of the former senator be developed in 
the success of Mr. Lorimer.

BROWNE RUSHES TO RESCUE. 


Minority Leader Calls Insurance Cum- 
panies Foes of Measure. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Springfield, Ill., May 13.—{Special.]—Al- 

though defeated In the house today the double 
platoon bill of Representative Curran still 
hangs to its life, When it was called up on 
passage it was able to secure only sixty-six 
votes, eleven less than necessary, and when 
its backers saw that it was defeated they 
asked that further consideration be post- 
poned, the result of the roll call not having 
been announced. 
Représentative Shanahan objected. He 
said that the manner in which the bill had 
been kept alive was not proper, and that it 
had received more consideration than it was 
entitled to receive. 

‘“*The manner in which this bill was re- 
turned to the calendar after its enacting 
clause had been stricken out,’’ he sald, “ was 
little less than an insult to me. It will be re- 
membered that this was done when barely 
six members of the house were in their seats 
and while I was absent temporarily from the 
room. I object to any further consideration 
being given to this bill The roll has been 
called and it has failed to receive the neces- 
sary majority. Now let's have it finished 
up.”’ 

Browne Curious About Absentees. 
Representative Lee O'Neil Browne, who 
had done the principal work in advocacy o 
the bill, insisted that the reason of the bill's 
failure might be found in the fact that many 
members of the house had walked out of the 
hall, and that it was only fair to the meas- 
ure to give it another chance. 

“Some influence has moved many mem- 
bers of this house to go away,’’ said Mr. 
Browne. “I don't know what it is, but I 
shall make it a point to find out."’ 

“You don't mean to intimate that I had 
anything to do with their leaving?’ asked 
Mr. Shanahan. 

‘*No, I don’t,” said Browne, “ but T shall 
endeavor to discover why so many have ab- 
sented themselves suddenly, and if I find 
out I shall govern myself accordingly.” 

A rising vote was taken on a motion to 
postpone, and it was carried by 509 to 58, thus 
giving the measure, which would require the 
Chicago fire department to put two shifts in 
every fire station, another lease of life.

Insurance Companies Called Foes. 

Mr. Browne in arguing for the bill, which 
attempts to achieve its purpose by providing 
that no municipal employés shall be required 
to work more than ten hours by day or four- 
teen hours at night, said that the fire insur- 
ance companies of Chicago were its actual 
opponents, and that the agsertion that Chi- 
cago could not afford to spend money for a 
double platoon system was ridiculous. 

“The plea of economy is simply a mask 
behind which the opposition to this bill hides 
itself,’’ said Browne. * It is bunk.

“They don’t’care anything about the fire- 
man. To think of him is to be sentimental. 
He is a machine. "The insurance companies 
care nothing for him. Let him work all the 
time and increase the number of firemen by 
increasing the number of companies and sta- 
tions. The insurance companies care nothing 
for the fireinan, his. wife, or his family. What 
they want is work out of him.”’ 

Representative Shanahan in opposing the 
bill repeated the argument that it would re- 
quire $800,000 additional each year to operate 
the fire department under the provisions of 
the proposed act. , 

‘*I would be only too pleased to help the 
firemen better their condition,’’ he said, * but 
the question of where the money is coming 
from must be answered. It has been demon- 
strated four times that it is impossible to put 
the provisions of this bill into operation. On 
account of the financial condition of the city 
it is Impossible.’’ 

Representative Hull in opposing the bill 
raised the question of constitutionality 
against it. When the measure had gone to 
vote it would have been defeated but for the 
quick work of Browne In securing a postpone- 
ment before the result of the roll call had 
been announced. : 


BILLS BAR FRAUD IN WEIGHTS. 


Two Measures Intended to Afford Great- 
er Protection to Purchasers 
Passed by Senate. 


Springfield, IIL, May 13.—[Special.]—Two 
bills intended to offer additional protection 
to purchasers and to prevent fraud in weights 
and measures introduced by Senator Hur- 
burgh were passed by: the senatetoday. One, 
senate bill 389, amends the act in relation 
to weights and measures. It adds to the 
list of commodities for which the standard 
weight per bushel is fixed by the present 
statutes a number of new articles. It fur- 
ther provides that all dry groceries and other 
similar articles of merchandise in the ab- 
sence of a special agreement to the con- 
trary shall be sold by standard dry meas- 
ure, 

All official sealers are given authority to 
seize any short weighing or measuring de- 
vices or any short weights or measures of 
commodities and to hold them for evidence 
not longer than ten days. It provides that 
where there was reason to suspect viola- 
tion of the law the sealers shall not be lia- 
ble for mistaken seizures. The maximum of 
the fine which may be imposed for violation of 
the law is raised. 

The other bill, senate bill 300, extends the 
powers of city councils and village boards 
and gives them the authority to require by 
ordinance that all dry groceries’ and other 
similar articles, in the absence of a written 
agreement to the contrary, shajl be sold by 
standard avoirdupois weight or by numeri- 
cal count, 


BILL FOR AMUSEMENT PIERS. 


Senator Ettelson Introduces Measure 
Providing Feature of Proposed 
Harbor Improvement. 


Springfield, Ill, May 18.—[S8pecial.j—Sen- 
ator Ettelson today introduced in the senate 
a bill to allow the construction of amusement 
piers in the lake. 

The measure is intended to grant to the 
Chicago Exposition and Recreation Pier com- 
pany and its sliccessors authority to con- 
struct, maintain, and operate a recreation 
pier on the submerged lands and in the 
waters of Lake Michigan at the foot of Thir- 
ty-fifth street. With it Mr. Ettelson pre- 
sented a letter from the association of com- 
merce recommending the proposed legisia- 
tion, The bill was referred to the committee 
on license and miscellany. 

The project has been advocated in connec- 
tion with harbor improvements, with the ar- 
gument that the construction of piers would 
give the citizens the enjoyment of greater

GRIEF LOOMS IN HOUSE. 


Price to Be Paid Fixed at $100 
Per Acre in Measures 
Favored. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Springfield, Ill., May 13.—[Special.]—The 
sale of made lands on the south shore to the 
Illinois Steel company and to the Iroquois 
Steel company was approved by the senate 
today, the two bills providing for the transfer 
of title to the lands already made and to be 
made by the companies being passed. 

Both bills were backed by commercial in- 
terests in Chicago other than those represent- 
ed by the steel industry, particularly by the 
Chicago Commercial association and by resi- 
dents of South Chicago. The price fixed in 
the senate bills is $100 an acre, the illinois 
Steel company to get 374 acres and the Iro- 
quois company eighty-five acres. 

It was not the easiest matter in the world 
for Senator Clark, who introduced the bills, 
to secure their adoption tn the senate, and in 
spite of representations of Chicago pusiness 
interests that fair and liberal treatment must 
be given the industries to keep them from 
withdrawing to Gary it is probable that still 
more trouble will be found in the house. 

While efforts to sound house sentiment have 
been made, nothing particularlyhas been done 
to advance the bill, which was introduced 
there by Representative Poulton. It has been 
inferred because the house originated the 
proposition to investigate titles to the lake 
front lande—an investigation which’ has been 
ordered and for which funds have been pro- 
vided—that there would be objection to any 
action In advance of the inquiry to determine 
the title to any area in question. 

Representative Chiperfie!ld, who will be 
chairman of the investigating commission 
when it is appointed, has informed represent- 
atives of the steel companies that_the pro- 
posed inquiry will not prevent consideration 
of the bills on their merits. 

Amendments to the bills adopted when on 
second reading in the senate give the compa- 
nies fifteen years in which to reclaim such of 
the land as has not already been reclaimed 
but is embraced in the sale, and provide that 
title shall be given to it in not less than five 
acre tracts as reclaimed. 


Telephone Bill Is Passed. 

Other bills passed by the senate include the 
following: 

COMMITTEE ON CORPORATIONS—Senate bill 
No. 387, amending the act in relation to the powers, 
duties, and property of telephone companies to 
provide that they may acquire by lease or pur- 
chase the lines, exchanges, franchise rights, and 
other property of other telephone companies; may 
dispose of their own property to other companies, 
and may hold stock and bonds of other companies. 

BY BROWN —Senate bill No. 407, regulating the 
manufacture, handling, and storing of dangerdus 
explosives and providing that plans of the places 
of storage, showing among other things the dis- 
tance between them and other structures, plants, 
or dwellings, shall be filed with the state factory 
inspector and approved by him. 

BY POTTER—Senate bill No. 442. amending the 
act for the prevention of fraud In the sale of dairy 
products, to provide that condensed and evaporated 
milk shall contain not less than 28 per cent of milk 
solids and not less than 7.7 per cent of milk fat. 


BY HEARN—Senate bill No. 27. making an ap- 


propriation for the purchase of a portrait of Patrick 
Henry. 


Defeat Billings’ Tax Bill. 


The senate defeated Senator Billings’ bill, 
senate bill No. 333, amending the law in rela- 
tion to tax sales by requiring that after prop- 
erty has been forfeited to the state for ten 
successive years it shall be offered for sale at 
each succeeding annual sale until sold. 

The house passed Representative Chiper- 
field's bill to extend the jurisdiction of the 
state over all navigable waters and give the 
state title to all fish and game in the wiid 
state. It is intended to prevent private occu- 
pation of shores and waters of lakes and riv- 
ers by private hunting clubs which have not 
acquired title to the lands but which endeavor 
to exclude fishermen and hunters. 

The house passed Senator Dunlap’s bi!! 
amending the drainage act co that damages 
and benefits may be assessed alike. 

The bill which requires boards of election 
commissioners in citées outside of Cook coun- 
ty to permit registration of qualified voters 
who state that they will not be able to be in 
the city at the regular time of registration 
was passed by the house. It is provided that 
the board shall sit for this purpose in aad- 
vance of the regular time of registration. it 
applies to only a few cities. such as Gales- 
burg, Springfield, and East St. Louis. 

The house passed the senate bill to allow 
the payment of park assessments for im- 
provement of streets and boulevards in ten 
installments, the present law requiring that 
such assessments be paid in four install- 
ments.

Kirkpatrick Still pie at to Per- 
mit Work Without Quorum. 


WARNING IN JOINT SITTING. 


On Roll Call Eighty Pledge Themselves 
to Remain Today. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDEST. ] 

Springfield, Ill., May 13.—{Specia!.J—Rep- 
resentative Kirkpatrick, the pleasantly in- 
hurging member from southern Illinois who 
has taken up the cause of labor and order 
in the house of representatives, made every 
one in the legislature sit up and take notice 
today. 

Mr. Kirkpatrick, whose natural amiability 
has been injured by the things his colleagues, 
Representative Crawford and Senator Pot- 
ter, who represents his district in the upper 
branch, have been able to accomplish with 
the obese legislative pay roll, refused to re- 
cede from the position he took lest week. 

He announced to the house just at the fin- 
ish of the joint session and with the senators 
still remaining in the hall of the house 
that if the house attempted to work tomor- 
row without a quorum he would object and 
stop the proceedings. 


Shurtleff Puts.It Up to House. 
Speaker Shurtleff declared that it was up 
to the house members to decide for them- 
selves and that he would refuse to accept 
responsibility for the lack of a quorum. A 
viva voce vote was had to determine how 
many of the members would remain for the 
bobtailed session. The chorus of statemen 
unwilling to remain drowned out the voices 
of those who professed themselves to be self- 
sacrificing enough to do their duty. 

A rising vote was had to fix responsibility 
a little more definitely and sixty patriots were 
counted, who, under the impetus of a grad- 
ually increasing patriotism, were willing to 
sacrifice themselves. 

** Ask the gentleman if he will be willing 
to allow sixty members to work?” an anx- 
ious statesman shouted to Speaker Shurtleff, 
who declined to put the question himself, but 
remarked that the objecting member was 
present and might be asked by any one curi- 
ous to learn his sentiments. The question 
was shouted over to Kirkpatrick. 


Refuses to Change Position. 

“TI refuse to change my position,”’ said 
the insurging member. ‘If this house tries 
to work tomorrow without a quorum I shall 
‘object, and so far as Iam ableI shall prevent 
it. I refuse to permit important bills to be 
advanced on the calendar unless a quorum 
be present and working.” 

Demands for a roll call to put the members 
on record on the question of remaining for 
work were made and Mr. Shurtleff permitted 
the clerk to call the roll. By this time eighty 
members had been filled with patriotism and 
their votes pledged them to be present. 

Nevertheless, it is much feared that a few 
of the patriotically inclined will steal away 
home and that Mr. Kirkpatrick will have 
the satisfaction tomorrow of bringing his 
insurrection to a brilliant finish by busting 
up the bobtatled session. 


PLAN BILL TO CURB SCORCHERS 


Amendments to State Act Proposed Giv- 
ing Cities Larger Powers Over 
Automobilists. 


Amendments to the state motor vehicle act 
which will restore to Chicago part of its 
power to curb reckless drivers have been 
drafted for submission to the legislature. 

The most important change will be to re- 
store to the cities the power to require the 
examination and registration of all persons, 
owners as well as chauffeurs, operating motor 
cars. 

The second amendment provides that when 
passing a street car going fin the same di- 
rection. which stops to permit passengers 
to alight, the automobiles must either be 
stopped or pass the car to the left.

Edwin Pfister, Aged 16, Shot by 
Mieezstaw Nieczgodzki, 18. 


STONES OPEN THE QUARREL. 


Defied to a Battle with Fists, the Hom!- 
cide Uses a Pistol. 


As the result of a feud between boys of 
the same neighborhood, one, 16 years old, is 
dead of a pistol wound, and another, 1S years 
old, is in jail charged with murder.

O’Brien threw a stone at Niezgodski, who 
threatened to go into the house and get his 
pistol if the act was repeated, and O’Brien, 
thinking he was bluffing, threw the second 
stone. Niezgodski then displayed a pistol. 


Bullet Lodges in Brain. 

Pfister stepped forward and said something 
which raised Niezgodski’s ire, who fired. 
The bullet lodged in the base of Ptister’s 
brain. He was removed to the Alexian 
Brothers’ hospital, but died as he was being 
placed on the operating table. He lived at 7 
High street. 

Michael Roeski, 17 years old, of 12 High 
street, was standing on the opposite side of 
the street talking with a young lady and 
heard all that passed between the boys. He 
told the police of the threat to get the gun 
and he saw Niezgodski fire. He told the police 
that Pfister, after the second threat to shoot 
had been made, invited Niezgodski to lay 
aside his revolver and come out into the 
street and he (Pfister) would show him where 
he got off, and the Shooting followed. 

Niezgodski was locked up at the East Chi- 
cago avenue police station. 


Prepares to Leave City. 

When the police reached Niezgodski's room 
they found him packing his clothes, prepara- 
tory to leaving the city. 3 

‘* O'Brien struck me with a stone a month 
ago, and so I beat him,” said Niezgodzki to 
the police. “ That started the trouble, and 
last night he and his gang came to the house 
so they could beat meup. I was afraid they 
would come on the porch, and I warned them 
to go away, and then fired the shot at Pfister, 
who made a move as if to come at me.”’ 


Confesses to a Killing. 

Antonio Marino confessed to Inspector 
Backus yesterday that he shot and killed 
Modesto Barona, 81 Gault court, at Larrabee 
and Hobbie streets on the evening of 
March 24. 

Marino was arrested at his residence, 41

Homeopaths Urge ‘‘Separation”’ 
in Hitting Psychotherapy. 


DEFEND RIGHTS OF DOCTORS 


Wonder if Clergymen Absorb Their 
Science in Sewing Circles, 


A freshet of derrunciations against religious 
therapeutics and other forms ef healing 
opened yesterday inan address by Dr. Alonzo 
C. Tenney before the afternoon session:of the 
Illinois Homeopathic Medical association 
at the Sherman house precipitated such a 
heated discussion that for a second the har- 
mony of the meeting was menaced. 

Dr. James W. Hingston, who figured con- 
spicuously in the discussion, asserts that a 
faith healer named Gentry, who prophesied 
‘the end of the world several years ago in 
Englewood, did the precipitating. 

Prior to the discussion Dr. Tenney had de- 
clared that *' lay brethren who complain of 
an accession of new (old) ideas, are suffer- 
ing with vestigial brain storm; that “ certain 
ideas advanced by the psychotherapists 
spring from a past as dim as their logic.” 


Wonders Where Skill Begins. 

‘He who wanders in the paths of modern 
mysticism is smoking intellectual’ poppy,” 
said Dr. Tenney. ‘‘ Why should we phy- 
sicians permit ourselves to be utilized as 
diagnostic tools? Why should we permit 
the diagnosed case to be treated by an ec- 
clesiastical psychotherapist? By what right 
does he assume superior wisdom in minis- 
tering to a mind diseased? 

“Is there a special skill acquired by deliv- 
ering weekly sermons or directing a wom- 
an's sewing class or by keeping the choir 
from breaking up because of petty jealousies 
or by organizing a mother’s club or by lead- 
ing the weekly prayer meeting? 

“The church has for many decades per- 
formed a most excellent function in the in- 
culeation of high morals and good ethics. 
For nearly eight centuries religion and the 
practice of medicine have been made sep- 
arate. The present strenuous life detracts 
from the influence of the church. The catch 
words, ‘ Be a live wire,’ ‘ Deliver the goods,’ 
‘Get busy,’ ‘ Keep smiling,’ and ‘ Do itnow '' 
when contrasted with the vapid vaporings 
of the average psychotherapist is a sweetly 


babbling brook." 
Replies with a Sermon. 


He finished his address amid applause, and 
then the faith healer arose and launched 
into his exceptions to Dr. Tenney’s remarks. 

He spoke for five minutes, arguing that in 
man’s extremity is God's opportunity. 

“As you have preached a sermon and I 
have argued for the separation of the church 
and medicine,” said Dr. Tenney in reply, 
“T decline to answer you.” 

Other physicians were quick to champion 
their associate’s cause, but were compelled 
to wait until a hypnotist who happened to 
be present had made an argument in favon 
of mental suggestion. 

After the adjournment of the meeting Dr. 
James West Hingston, Dr. J. Russell Price, 
and others sought thetwo men. They could 
not find them, and wound up by holding an 
unscheduled meeting, which unanimously 
approved ef Dr, Tenney’s address.

Rooms in Insanitary Condition.

From 
the housekeeper it was learned that the Ray- 
crofts have not lived there since the police 
invasion, and are now living with friends 
somewhere in Monroe street. Raycroft 
comes back évery day or so to get his mail. 

The building is an old three story brick 
structure, the main floor of which is given 
over to a store and the upper floors are rent- 
ed for “ light housekeeping.’’ Few of the 
rooms connect, and all open on a hallway on 
the west side of the structure. .

* We had some difficulty in getting into the 
place,” Detective Fee testified. ‘* Raycroft 
would not let us in at first, but when we 
threatened to break the door he opened it. He 
was attired in a pair of sandals and a frock 
coat. We found the two children in a dirty, 
broken down bed, and they were naked. Un- 
derneath the bed we found a lot of rubbish 
and a box containing $246. The kitchen was 
also in a bad condition. Stale food was scat- 
tered about the floor.

Twelve years ago .be struck a job in the 
office of Pringle, Fitch & Hankin as a mes- 
senger to go over on the floor. Messengers 
are not treated any too kindly on the floor, 
for when the market gets wild and bro- 
kers are in a hurry to get from one pit to 
another they sometimes forget they are big- 
ger than the boys, who have to dodge in and 
out of the crowd carrying messages to the 
brokers in the pits, and the boys sometimes 
get the worst'of these encounters. But it 
is a good school for the training of brokers, 
and a large percentage of the men who do 
the actual trading in the pits had their edu- 
cation in that school. 

“ Abe’ was quick on his feet and got his 
messages through to the brokers in double 
quick time, and didn’t get called down by 
the floor policeman quite as often as other 
boys. So after awhile he was promoted and 
he began to learn the business from thre in- 
side of the office. 


Educated in Night School. 

There is a rule on the board of trade that 
every one who has entree to the floor, no 
matter if ft be only to answer telephone calls 
must be a member—that is, excepting the 
mesengers—and that is where “‘ Abe's "' mem- 
bership will come in handy. Most of these 
memberships held by clerks are paid for by 
the firm, although nominally they stand in 
the name of the employé. But Goldstein's is 
hisown. He earned it and he has paid for it. 

In the early days, when he got $5 a week, 
he went to night school and got an educa- 
tion, and when his financial condition bet- 
tered and he had completed his course at 
night school he went to a downtown theater 
and obtained a position as chief usher, which 
helped to finance his present venture.

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MUSICIAN'S CLAIM 


Finds for Bandmaster Who 
Sued Mrs. Franklin Mac- | 
Veagh and Her Agent. 


BUT CONTINUES THE CASE 


One Defendant Asserts - Artist 
Did Not Know “Lo, the Con- 
quering Hero Comes.” 


Mrs. Franklin MacVeagh did not appear 
before Judge Uhlir yesterday to defend the 
suit brought against Laura Dainty Pelham 
and herself by Lewis Lipski, a Hungarian 
musician. As Mrs. MacVeagh permitted the 
testimony of the musician to go uncontra- 
dicted, the judge said he must find for the 
plaintiff, but left the case open for one week 
as counsel for both sides expressed the belief 
that the case might be settled by that time 
without having a judgment entered. 

Lipski testified he had been engaged by 
Mrs. Pelham to provide an orchestra of six 
pieces to play at Mrs. MacVeagh’s house on 
New Year's eve, 1907. He was to receive 
$50. Lipski stated he had called at Mrs. 
MacVeagh’'s house, talked with her, and she 
had arranged a program and saidall was sat- 
isfactory. It was upon thie conversation that 
the suit for $50 damages hinged. 

Forty-eight hours before the time of the 
entertainment, Lipski testified, Mrs. Pelham 
had told him his services were not wanted, 
but the musician and his men went to Mrs. 
MacVeagh’s house at the time arranged and 
were sent away. 


Says He Asked “Which OneP”’ 

* Did you have any trouble with Mrs. Pel- 
ham over the piece8 to be played?’ Lipski 
was asked. 

‘She wanted me to play a mass in G by 
Beethoven and I told her there are several 
and I would like to know which one.” 

‘* Any other trouble?” 

‘She said that a Sanctus was wanted and 
I asked her which one. She then said it 
would be best for me to see Mrs. MacVeagh 
so as to be sure.”’ 

‘* Was there any dispute about the uniform 
to be worn?” 

‘Mrs. Pelham first suggested that ve wear 
a blue uniform, but I told her those uniforms 
were getting repaired, so we compromised on 
tuxedos.” 

“Could you have played all the pieces 
wanted?’ 

‘* Sure,’’ replied the musician. 

Claims Lipski Was Stumped. 

Mrs. Pelham testified the trouble was that 
she had found Lipski incompetent. She said: 

“Mrs. MacVeagh wished a special pro- 
gram of music. One of the pieces was ‘ Lo,” 
the Conquering Hero Comes,’ and Lipsial told 
me he did not know the piece. He also re- 
fused to play some other pieces desired and 
I was obliged to let him go and get another 
orchestra. Mrs. MacVeagh had nothing to 
do with the matter, excepting that her son 
came to me after Lipski had visited Mrs. 
MacVeagh and had told me his mother did 
not think Lipski would do.”’ 

“Did Lipski know you were dissatisfied?” 
Mrs. Pelham was asked. 

“ Yes, he came to my office several times 
and once he brought an officer of the Musi- 
clans’ union with him and tried to make a 
union matter out of the case. The whole 
trouble was that Mrs. MacVeagh's son told 
me that after talking with Lipski his mother 
was alarmed, that she did not like his talk, 
and feared he would not do.”’ 

J. Cc. Carlson, representing the musician, 
and Dennis Donahue, who appeared for Mrs. 
Pelham, argued at length as to the responsi- 
bility of Mrs. MacVeagh in the case. 

Ruling Favors Musician. 

Finally the judge said: 

‘From the testimony of Lipski it ap- 
pears that Mrs. MacVeagh is liable in this 
matter. Lipski has testified that he called 
upon Mrs. MacVeagh and made arrange- 
ments to send his men and his musical in- 
struments to her residence on the evening in 
question. 

‘*T will make a finding here for the plaintiff 
and let a motion for a new trial be entered 
and set for final disposition on May 20.” 

It was agreed that if a settlement in the 
matter could not be effected before May 20 
that the court would enter judgment for $50 
in favor of the plaintiff.

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St. Paul Merchant’s Head Is 
Crushed and Bed Ignited. 


RELATIVES’ TALES CONFLICT 


Daughter and Her Fiance Questioned 
by Police About Crime. 


St. Paul, Minn., May 13.—While the police 


made in connection with the murder of 
Luis Arbogast, a meat dealer who was 
found with his skull crushed in his home on 
West Seventh street early this morning, it 
is known that his eldest daughter, Louise, 
aged 24, and her sweetheart, Henry Span- 
genberg, were taken to the central police sta- 
tion this afternoon, where they were closely 
questioned -several hours. Mrs. Arbogast, 
who is suffering from prostration, is being 
cared for in a hospital. 

The police are confident that the murder 
was committed by some one of the occupants 
of the house, as al! of the doors and windows 
were found the way they had been left when 
the family retired. 

Mr. Arbogast’s pocketbook and watch were 
found unmolested on the dresser. Neighbors 
stated they thought Mr. Arbogast frequently 
quarreled with his family. 


Murdered and Set on Fire. 
Arbogast was murdered in his home early 
today. His head was crushed and his bed, 
the police say, was saturated with oil and 
set on fire. 

The daughter told Police Captain Clark 
that she saw smoke coming from her parents’ 
room early in the morning and went to the 
room, where she found the bed ablaze. Her 
father and mother were in it. 

‘*I dragged my mother out,” she said to 
Capt. Clark, “and by this time the bed was 
all ablaze. I called to the neighbors and 
they put out the fire. My father was uncon- 
scious and his body was partly burned. He 
4was still alive and we called the police am- 
bulance and he was started for St. Luke’s 
hospital, but he died on the way."’ 

Mrs. Arbogast, whose body is slightly 
burned, according to the police, tells a cif- 
ferent story. She is reported to have said 
that she was in the bathroom taking a bath 
when she heard her daughter scream. She 
ran to her husband's room and found the 
bed ablaze with her husband’s unconscious 
form lying om, it. 


Found with Head Crushed. 
Coroner Miller discovered that Mr. Arbo- 
gast’s head had been crushed. but whether 
by a club or shattered by a bullet he was 
unable to say. He called the attention of the 
police to the suspicious circumstance. and 
detectives were started on an investigation. 
The police found an ax covered with blood 
and wrapped in some old clothing in the ce}l- 
lar of the Arbogast house today. Indications 
pointed to the apparent fact that hurried 
efforts had been made to hide the ax. The 
police are now convinced that the dead butch- 
er’s head was crushed with that implement. 
No motive for the crime has yet been shown.

Was Pompeian Room in Mind?P 

“I am more inclined to think Mrs. Glyn’s 
memory referred to the Pompeian room at 
the Annex rather than to a private residence 
when she described that ‘ mansion,’ "’ said an- 
other. laughingly. ‘‘ You know, she staid at 
the Annex, and if I remember rightly one of 
the Interviews at the time of her visit a year 
ago was to the effect that she enjoyed watch- 
ing the folks who came to and went from this 
room.,"’ 
“IT am quite sure.”’ said another. “if the 
author of ‘ Three Weeks’ disapproves of us 
we should feel quite complimented, don’t you 
think?’ sweetly. ‘“‘As to our men—well, they 
please us all right, so why care about Mrs. 
Glyn’s opinion?” 

Therefore Mrs. Glyn has left a wake of 
aniused feelings in Chicago. 

Whatever the feelings, however, Mrs. 
Glyn’s ‘‘ Chicago mansion " is a thing of re- 
markable imagination if not of beauty. Evi- 
dently itis composite. Her first visit to Chi- 
cago was short. She was not received by 
Chicagoans of prominence, and if private en- 
tertainments of importance were given in 
her honor they did not find their way into the 
papers—a little matter Mre. Glyn seldom 
overlooks. 

Her second ¢isit to Chicago was on her re- 
turn from the west and was even shorter 
than the first. The only thing which char- 
acterized either visit was the trip to the wild 
west show when she became fascinated with 
Zach Miller, the famous cowboy, whom she 
described as “the handsomest man” she 
had “ever seen.”’ But Zach lived at the 
wild west show, not ina ‘*‘ Chicago mansion,” 
so it was not his home which came in for 
description. 


Animals? Yes—Of Stone. 

As a matter of fact, the “cross between a 
robber’s castle on the stage and a Henri 
1If. chAteau, mixed with a “little English 
Gothic,’’ is either a composite picture or one 
of imagination, Not having viewed the in- 
teriors of Chicago homes, Mrs. Glyn must 
have gathered her color from the hotels or a 
view caught from a passing automobile. Can 
it be possible that the “huge, unnameable 
animals’’ are our own pet lions which adorn 
the front of our Art Institute? 

And that stone age drawing room in “ the 
Chicago ‘mansion.”” Well, the Pompelan 
room has ‘a stone floor,” although it really 
can’t boast of “ stone walls " even to please 
Mrs. Glyn, and next door the attractive Eliz- 
abethan room of the Annex has a marvelous 
stone fireplace which may have looked like 
a “tombstone mantelpiece ’’ to Mrs. Glyn, 
and this same fireplace is flanked by “ suits 
of armor on dummy men.” One must de- 
scribe something in one’s book, you know, 
and when areal residence cannot be obtained 
to lend color, why the public bulldings must 
be relied upon for the description. 

“©, fit is all very funny,”’ said Mrs. Mil- 
ward Adams. “ Yes, I saw Mrs. Glyn when 
she was here. I live atthe Annex, you know. 
I do not know of her having been received 
by any of our representative people, There 
is only one thing to which I object. She has 
no right directly or indirectly to ridicule our 
hospitality. 


Hopkinson Smith’s Opinion. 
‘Just to show you what a.real gentleman 
thinks of us, I met Hopkinson Smith when I 
was in New York not long ago, and this is 
what he had to say: 

‘** In no other city in the world have I met 
with the individuality displayed by Chicago 
hostesses. Take New York, for instance. 
Her hostesses entertain charmingly, but all 
Fifth avenue dinners are much the same. 
In Chicago Mrs. Potter Palmer's dinners are 
not like those of Mrs. Marshall Field's. nor 
Mrs. Ficld’s like those of Mrs. Franklin Mac- 


uality in her entertaining as in her person- 
wlity, and it is delightful.’ ” 

And so, Mrs. Elinor Glyn, talk on. It is 
good advertising. We may have bones in 
our terrapin—dreadful!—but that’s better 
than skeletons in our closets. We may not 
have ‘‘lovely English guardsmen’ who 
“ make love to you or say things with two 
meanings,”” but we have our ‘‘aunts and 
grandmothers and benevolent uncles.”” We 
don't care to trade.

Ask About Days at Work. 


It also will state the occupation, whether or 
pot employé or employer, and if employé the 
number of months employed during the 

1908, school attendance, literacy, tenure 
of home, and whether or not the person de- 
scribed is a survivor of the union or confed- 
erate army or navy of the war of the rebel- 
on. It is proposed, also, to obtain informa- 

* tion as to the general physical condition of 
the people, so that the inhabitants will be 
required to report whether blind, or deaf, or 
gumb, and if under 18 years of age whether 
erippied or deformed. For the enumeration 
of institutions the schedules must Include 
paupers, prisoners, juvenile delinquents, in- 
sane, feeble minded, and deformed. 

Brief consideration of the information it 
is intended to obtain will show its impor- 
tance. Take for instance, inquiry in regard 
to occupation and unemployment. The 
British government has just proposed a sys- 
tem of insurance against unemployment in 
England. At present there is no need for the 
adoption of such a system in the United 
States so far as the federal authorities are 
aware, but the census will establish the ex- 
tent to which men and women have been out 
of work. and it may be useful in connection 
with the discussion certain to come of the 
English plan in this country. 


Facts to Aid Education. 


With respect to the inquiry regarding 

school attendance and li.eracy, the educa- 
tional authorities will be placed in a posi- 
tion to determine the results of the present 
systems of instruction, and in what localities 
*hey should be extended. 
“In connection with the enumeration of 
paupers information will be obtained as to 
reasons which have caused them to become 
objects of public support.

It will be treated 
as strictly confidential For census pur- 
poses a farm is to constitute land under one 
management, though consisting of different 
tracts. upon which agricultural products, in- 
eluding animals or fowls, are raised or pro- 
duced. It is intended to ascertain the total 
humber of acres of improved or unimproved 
land, the value of the entire farm. of all the 
buildings on the farm, and of all imple- 
ments and machinery belonging to the farm. 


To Learn Value of Products. 


It is proposed also to secure an estimate 
of the value of all farm products, the acres 
harvested. and quantities produced. The 
cost of fertilizing and of farm labor and the 
Rumber of acres irrigated by ditches from 
natural streams and from artesian well wa- 
ter also are to be reported. The crops about 
Whieh information its wanted will include 
grains and seeds, hay and forage, vegetables. 
small fruits, orchard fruits, tropical fruits, 
and nuts, as well as trees and vines. 

The farmers also will be asked to state the 
quantity of cider and vinegar produced last 
year, the number of acres ofdAnd devoted to 
the raising of flowers, flower seeds. etc., the 
Value and quantity of all timber, the number 
and value of farm animals, the quantity of 
dairy products sold and the price received 
therefor, the quantity and total value. of 
eggs and poultry. and the market value of 
meat and other animal products slaughtered 
On the farm 

By the.time the farmer has got through an- 
Swering questions of the census enumerators. 
he will have furnished information which 
will show the degree of his prosperity, the 
Reed of federal assistance in connection with 
the cultivation of his property, and the de- 
Sirability of the social movément advocated 
by President Roosevelt for the purpose of 
Making country life more attractive to its 
followers 


Taft Revives Roosevelt Scheme. 


President Taft has indicated his sympathy 
With his predecessor’s views in regard to 
the improvement of social life in farming 
Communities, and will seek authority from 
Congress to revive the Roosevelt commis- 
‘Sion on this subject. The facts which will 
be Sathered by the census may be useful to 
him in securing the adoption of his recom- 
Mendation in this respect, in case congress 
should be indisposed to comply therewith.

They 
contained almost 40 per cent of the establish- 
ments of the entire country, gave employ- 
ment to 45.5 per cent of the average num- 
ber of wage earners, and reached the enor- 
mous sum of $6,978,000.000, or 47.1 per cent of 
the value of products. It is expected that in 
the coming census these states will continue 
to show their preponderance in manufactur- 
ing over the others of the republic. 

Some of the states dre not eager to have 
as comprehensive a census in certain lines as 
has been proposed. This is notably. true of 
dbne or two southern states, which have held 
high rank as producers of turpentine and 
resin. Their resources tn this respect afe di- 


mirnishing in Consequence of the fnroads of 


the past and they have no desire to have the 
fact noted officially. Therefore it may be that 
in the bill which congresa will pass there 
will be an omission of instructiph to make 
inguiries covering ‘One or two industries. 

The mining states will be interested in.the’ 
schedules relating to mines and forests. The 
schedules thus far blocked Out will cover 
production, the value of the output, the cost 
of operation, the number of men employed, 
wages paid, etc. In a word, the information 
sought in regard to this branch of the in- 
dustrial life of the country will be as com- 
prehensive as that to be obtained wit® re- 
spect to agriculture and manufactures.

to the highest pitch, and detailed plans were

Option Expires in Ten Days.

fidelity before killing her.. These two men—

Heinz at the Otis Elevator company’s plant. 


Two Wives Commit Suicide. ., . 

‘* My father had been married four times,” 
Emanuel! said in response to a queagtion by 
Adolph Herman, deputy coroner. “ The first 
wife, Mary Sominek, wes my mother, She 
drowned herself in the Douglas park lagoon. 
about four and one-half years ago.” 

“Did your father mistreat her?”. he was: 
asked. re oe \ 
"* Yes, he beat her’ often. I guess she 
couldn't stand it any longer and she drowned 
herself. He waited a little while and got 
married to another woman. Her name was 
Agnes—I don’t know what her other name 
was before she was married. 

*‘ He was cruel to her, too, and she killed 
herself with gas, when we were living in 
Twenty-second street. 
he married Frances Kopecky. She said my; 
father was too mean to live with and left. 
home. Then he married Agnes Neiman; 
about two and a half years ago.” 


Ruse of Jealous Husband. 


‘‘Was your father jealous of her?” 
deputy coroner asked. 

‘ Yes, and he threatened lots of times to kill 
her. He wouldn't stay upstairs with us ex-. 
cept to eat his meals. He slept in the base-. 
ment. He was down there when the two men ' 
came to our house. I went down and told 
him they were there. He Said for me to tell

them he was not at home. 1 went back and] 


toi my mother in Bohemian that he was in 
the basement, but did not want to see the 
two men. One of them gave me a nickel to 
go to a theater and when I left the house 
mry father asked me through the window 
where I was going. I told him and he said it 
was all right. . 

“When I came back I found a pool of 
blood in the kitchen, and I went out in the. 
yard and walked against something. I looked 
and it was my stepmother. She was dead. . 
Then I called to the neighbors. 

‘Yes, my father was always watching my 
stepmother and wanting to know where she 
went and everything she did.”’ 


Boy’s Story Is Corroborated. 


Smith testified that Heing asked him to 
come to the house. 

“ He was going to bérrow some money of * 
me and pay it back in weekly installments,” 
he said. “* We went to a couple of saloons 
after we got through work—the Jast one pear 
Heing’s, home. e left us and said to come 
over to his house.after a littl. Emerson 
was with us and Tf asked him to go over too. 
We got to the house a littlé*after’7 o'clock | 
and Heing was’ not-at home: We sent the 
‘boy out for a Httle beer and some brandy 
and drank that. Heinz did not come and we. 
left a little after 8 o’clock,”’ 

“The couple had quarreled continually for 
a long time,” said Lieut..John EK. Ptacek. 
of the Lawndale station. “ Heing was in- 
sanely jealous of his wife and grew angry 
if she paid the least attention to other men. 
He was a mechanic and had a wire con- 
-trivance fixed so that he could tell what pert 
of the house his wife was in.

about by business conditions. It was in its 
inception a stock gamblers’ panic pure and 
simple. It was precipitated by- dangerous 
tactics adopted by Heinze, Morse, and other 
alleged Napoleons of finance who had learned 
the trick of speculating with other people's 
money. At the @utset the general business 
of the country was not affected at all by 
the crash in Wall street. Unfortunately the 
weeding out of men like Heinze and. Morse 
created a condition of distrust throughout 
.the country. 

The people were sharp enough to see that 

speculators of the Morse stripe could not 
possibly operate with success except through 
the direct cofinivance of reputable bankers 
or else through the failure of these sanie 
responsible men to protect the interests of 
the depositors. People began to fear that 
what happened in the Morse banks might be 
true of other financial institutions supposed 
to be solid. 
The situation in New York went from bad 
to worse, price money went soaring upward, 
banks in the interior could not draw out 
their balances, and the result was a prac- 
tical suspension of payments by almost all 
the banking institutions of the country. 


Business Fabric Ttorn Up. 


As a matter of course, the shock to the busi- 
ness fabric was tremendous. Jobbers and 
wholesalers could not extend long credit, and 
some strong retail houses found it difficult to 
pay their debts: Knowing they could not get 
cash from their banks, the people at large 
hoarded their money. They bought nothing 
for cash which they did not absolutely re- 
quiré, and they were equally slow about get- 
ting credit unless they could make It take the 
Place of cash. 

What was purely a stock gamblers’ panic 
reacted first upon the substantial banks of 
New York, through them upon perfectly 
sound institutions in the west and south, and 
/ through their suspension of payments upon 
the people themselves, the “ ultimate con- 
sumers”’ of whom we have heard so much 
lately. 

For awhile the United States treasury was 
in a condition to help banks. It had a large 
working balance, millions upon millions in 
excess of what it needed. Pretty soon the 
government financial barometer began to go 
down. It dropped lower and lower. The re- 
ceipts and customs fell off in a marvelous 
way, showing that the first thing which hap- 
pened when a real business panic struck the 
country, following upon a stock gambling 
flurry, was the cutting off of imported lux- 
uriles. 

The common people ate less sugar and the 
rich drank less champagne, The clubman 
restricted the number of his highballs and the 
laborer cut down on his beer. | 


Stood Still for a Time. 


From about the beginning of the present 
calendar year the tide has begun to set the 
other way. The receipts first stood still day 
after day. Then they began to increase slow- 
ly. After a while the pace became quicker. 
Now the upward movement is so pronounced 
as to indicate a balance between the receipts 
and expenditures within a few months. The 
result is that the total receipts of the treas- 
ury fer the first twelve days in May show an 
increase of $8,450,000 over the same period 
last year. It was at that timethat the treas- 
ury barometer had dropped nearly to its low- 
est point, and the outloo® was particularly 
bad. , 

The jump in customs receipts is especially 
significant. All but about $500,000 of the 
month's increase in receipts comes from im- 
port duties. As the treasury report faithfully 
refiected the catastrophe of the fal! of 1907 
by dropping downward so the prediction of 
good times from largely increased receipts 
now is equally unerring. 


Fair Crop Complete Success. 


Mr. Hill did nothing more than to reflect 
what the government experts recently have 
been sure of. His personal observation, he 
says, teaches him that the west and south 
have recovered fully from the effects of the 
panic, and if the crops are only reasonably 
good, they will furnish a market for eastern 
manufacturers which will complete the re- 
vival of- business. The government statis- 
ticlans say that this desirable effect already 
has taken place. 

The people in the west and south have got- 
ten over their fear of the banks entirely. 
Confidence seems tO have been restored, and 
orders are piling in on manufacturers and 
importers in Philadelphia, New York, and 
Boston.

Philippine Tariff Debate Occupies At- 
tention of Representatives for 
Entire Day’s Session. 


Washington, D. C., May 13.—The house to- 
day again discussed the tariff, the en- 
tire day being spent in the considera- 
tion of the Philippine tariff bill. It encoun- 
tered! no serious opposition, however. After 
the reading of the bill had been concluded 
further action was deferred until Monday.

Satisfactory Tariff Will 
Bring Prosperity. 


BUDGET HELD GOOD IDEA 


Busiviess Situation Throughout 
- Country, in His Opinion, 
Is Hopeful. 


New York, May 13.—"‘ The completion of 
a tariff bill satisfactory to the people of the 
country will bring to the United States a rea- 
sonable, rational, and, we hope, @ perma- 
nent prosperity,” said Wranklin MacVeagh, 
secretary of the treasury, tonight. 

He was speaking at a dinner given at the 
Union League club in his honor by George 
8. Terry, assistant treasurer of the United 
States at New York. The guests included 
thirty bank presidents and representatives of 
rat larger banking institutions of New York 

ty. 

“ From the point of view of the secretary 
of the treasury,”’ continued MrgMacVeagh, 
“the business situation throughout the 
country is a hopeful one. Weare not worry- 
ing about the deficit: The main question 
perhaps is, Will the new tariff answer the ex- 
pectations of the people? 


“Budget” Idea Called Good One. 


“The administration is approaching the 
question of currency, banking, and treasury 
reforms with an open mind and with a hos- 
pitality toward the suggestions of bankers 
and others who know the situation. 

“ There is one thing the administration al- 
ready has accomplished, and from the point 
of view of my department I regard it as the 
most important movement in many years. 
I refer to President Taft's action in introduc- 
ing the idea of a systematically balanced 
‘budget.’ Heretofore the estimates of the 
various departments have to a great extent 
been compelled to stand alone and unrelated. 
The secretaries haye made out their esti- 
mates separately, and there has been little 
or “no attempt to co-relate them. In Mr. 
Taft's cabinet the secretaries will present 
their estimates, and these will be studied and 
overhauled with a view.to the amount of 
revenue available and with regard to the 
comparative necessities of the different de- 
partments. 


“New Sense of National Economy.” 

“In congress, too, the idea of a ‘ budget’ 
and of the study of government expenditures 
and revenues as mutually related has taken 
form, as shown in the senate’s action in cre- 
ating a committee on expenditures, which 
will bring together the estimated revenues 
and the estimated expenditure and will de- 
cide whether the imposition of additional 
taxes is necessary. The ‘ budget’ idea will 
bring about a new sense of national economy 
and of the needrof intelligent and systematic 
spending. 

“The report of the monetary commission, 
soon to come, marks another most important 
step. _Based on the study of the financial 
conditions and systems of the United States 
and many foreign countries, this report, I 
believe, will afford a basis for the establish- 
ment of a banking and currency system in 
America which will begin the permanent 
cure of the troubles of the banking and com- 
mercial! interests of the country.”’ 


ROOSEVELT COMBATS TOLSTO! 
ON BRYAN AS PEACE LEADER. 


Only One Point of Danger to World’s 
Harmony, and That in Democratic 
Platform, Says Ex-President. 


New York, May 13.—Ex-President Roose- 
velt in the current number of the Outlook 
combats the statement credited to Count Leo 
Tolstoi that Bryan represented the party 
of peace in the last presidential campaign. 
On this point Mr. Roosevelt says: 

* Now, there was only one point in the 
platform of either political party in Is 
which contained any element of menace to 
the peace of the world. This was the plank 
in the Bryanite platform which demanded 
the immediate exclusion by law of all Asiat- 
ic laborers, and therefore of the Japanese. 

‘Coupled with this was the utterly mean- 
ingless plank about the navy. which was. 
however, intended to convey the impression 
that we ought to have a navy only for the 
defense of our coasts; that is, a merely * de- 
fenusive’ navy, or, in other words, a worth- 
less navy.:’ P 

Discussing Tolstol, the éex-president ex- 
has ‘‘swayed or dominated only the feeble 
folk and the fantastic folk,” and that nis 
influence over ** men of action ’’ has not been 
great. 

“Strong men may gain sometuing from 
Tolstoi's moral! teachings,’ declares the ex- 
president. “but only on cond...0n that tuney 
are strong enough and sane enough to be 
repelled by those parts of his teachings which 
are foolish or immoral.”’ 


JEFF DAVIS’ NAME RESTORED. 


Inscription Chiseled Out of Tablet on 
Bridge to Be Replaced by 
Roosevelt’s Orders. 


Washington. D. C., May 13.—By the end of 
the present week the name of Jefferson Davis 
will have been chiseled again into the stone 
in famous Cabin John's bridge, six miles west 
of this city, President Roosevelt having given 
instructions to this effect previous to his 
retirement. 

As the bridge was built when Mr. Davis 
Was secretary of war his name was contained 
in the stone tablet in .the structure, which 
is the aqueduct over which the District's 
water supply pasees. 

During President LincdIn’s administration 
and after Mr. Davis had become president of 
the confederacy the latter’s name was chis-

Fears:Competition of'Cuba. 

Mr. Burrows read a description of extensive’ 
iron ore deposits tri Cuba, which, he said, be- 
longed to the Pennsylwania Steel company.

useful, . 72,000,000,000 tons, making 75,500,-

Wants Ore on Free List. 


Saying that if the senate should reject the 
amendment of the committee on finance 
placing a duty of 25 cemts a ton on iron ore 
he would later move to put that article on the 
free list, Mr. Rayner proceeded to discuss 
the iron oreindustry. He read extracts from 
newspapers to the effect that if the duty on 
iron ore should be retained the act would 
redound to the benefit of the United States 
Steel corporation as the owner of the ore 
lands, and would injure the independent steel 
companies, because those companies must 
buy their fron ore from the steel corporation 
if they could not import it free of duty. 

Mr. Rayner read from a statement of Rep- 
resentative Payne in the house in defense of 
the action of the ways and means committee 
in placing iron ore on the free list, and re- 
marked to the Republican side of the cham- 
ber: ~ 

‘*I am hegre protecting Mr. Payne from the 

Republicans of the senate.’’ 
He said he did not believe the Cuban iron 
ore would go west of the Alleghenies, but it 
would be available for the steel companies on 
the Atlantic coast, in eastern Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, and Maryland. The companies, 
he said, were competitors of the United 
States Steel corporation, from which they 
bny their ore. 

It was here that Mr. Smith tapped Mr. 
Rayner's ire and drew forth the comment on 
liars. 


Schwab Owns Cuban Mines. 


Mr. Smith replied that he spoke not for the 
steel corporation but for the great body of 
men who own the fron ore of Michigan and 
for the thousands of men who work in those 
mines of his state. He said Mr. Schwab 
owned more iron ore property in Cuba than 
anybody else, and that consequently free 
iron ore would give him a fine bonus on his 
property there. 

Senator Smith of Maryland favored free 
iron ore in the interest of industries along the 
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Atlantic coast. He said the United States 
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ore ofthis country would be pan oe 

thirty years. Mr. Smith of Michigan inter- 
jected that in Michigan alone there were 
135,000,000,000 tons of iron ore, and if that is

ST. JOHNS, N. F., May 13.—The steamer 
Tunisian put into this port tonight after a 
battle with ice off Cape Race.

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DIES SUDDENLY. 


Heart Trouble Fatal for John 
H. Sanderson, Pennsylva- 
nia Capitol Builder. 


HUGE FRAUDS CHARGED. 


Received Two Year Prison Term 
but Was Released on Bail 
Pending Appeal. 


New York, May 18.—[Special.J—John H. 
Sanderson, the Philadelphia contractor, who 
has been out on $25,000 bail pending an appeal 
from his conviction for defrauding the state 
of Pennsylvania in building the $13,000,000 
capitol building at Harrisburg, died suddenly 
of heart disease in his apartments here at 
Sherry’s late this afternoon. 

He has been living at Sherry’s since his 
conviction on March 12, 1008, having come 
there with his bride. 

He left his apartments in a victoria for a 
drive through Central park, but after having 
been. out but a short time told the driver to 
hurry back, as he felt ill. When he reached 
the hotel he went at once to his apartments 
and told a maid to call a dottor. He then 
went to his bedroom to lie down on a bed, 
but when a doctor arrived he found the con- 
tractor dead. 


Sanderson’s Bills Excite Suspicion. 

When contracts for a new Pennsyivania 
capitol were let Sanderson was found to be 
the favored bidder, although it later was 
brought out that his was by no means the 
lowest bid. 

When bills for the building began coming 
in certain items in them attracted the atten- 
tion of the authorities and a commission 
was appointed by Gov. Pennypacker to in- 
vestigate the matter. The commission had 
not gone far before it became known that 
large frauds had been practiced and in 1907 
indictments were found against a number of 
men concerned in letting of the contracts 
and engaged in the’actual work of construc- 
tion. 

Among the men indicted were former Au- 
ditor General William H. Snider, former 
State Treasurer William L. Mathues, former 
Superintendent of Public Grounds James M. 
Shumaker, Sanderson, and a number of les- 
ser Officials and contractors. 


Puts in Putty for Mahogany. 

It was found that Sanderson had charged 

$6,434,748 for the work and that it actual- 
ly had cost him $1,574,300 to do it. An ex- 
amination showed where he had contract- 
ed to put in mahogany rostrums in the two 
legislative houses he had put in putty and 
veneered it with mahogany. 
. In the furniture transactions involving pay- 
ments of $58,000 Sanderson had presented 
bills on which the state was defrauded of 
$19,000. 

An examination also brought to light the 
fact that at least 3,000 pounds of light- 
ing fixtures which the state bought as pure 
bronge at $4 a pound were simply cast iron 
loading made by a specially organized com- 
pany owned and controlled by Sanderson. 

The price of these castings was actually 
4 cents a pound. These and many other 
irregularities were brought out in the two 
trials which the cases had and on March 
14, 1008, Senderson was found guilty of 
defrauding the state of Pennsylvania in the 
Dauphin County court. 


Gets Sentence of Two Years. 

He was sentenced to two years in the 
eastern penitentiary, and ordered to pay a 
fine of $500. With him Snyder, Mathues, and 
Shumaker were also convicted. These men 
appealed, and were subsequently freed. 
Sanderson also appéaled, and at the time of 
his death was awaiting a decision in the 
Supreme court. 

Sanderson's death is the fourth that has 
ocourred of principals and witnesses in Penn- 
sylvania’s capitol graft scandal. George F. 
Payne, also a contractor: James J. Jeffries, 
a warrant clerk, who paid the bills, and 
former Stafe Treasurer William L. Mathues 
have all died since the investigation began.

BY THE CHICAGO POSTOFFICE. 


Six Million Pieces of Stamped, Matter 
Weighing 125 Tons Received from | 
One Firm at One Time, 


The Chicago postoffice has just broken the 
world’s record for mail hahdled at one time 
from one source, according to an address 
made last evening at the Illinois Athletic 
club) by James N. McArthur, superintendent 
of the central! station, before members of the 
Rotary club. 

“The Chicago office has just handled 6.- 
000,000 pieces of stampel mail] from one Chi- 
cago firm,’’ said Mr. McArthur. “ This repre- 
sented an expense of $60,000 to the firm in 
stamps alone. The matter was handled un- 
der the new canceled stamp arrangement by 
means of which a firm buys stamps already 
canceled, so as to save that work being done 
at the postoffice. 

“The mailed matter weighed 125 tons and 
filled sixty cars. I understand that this is a 
world’s postoffice record. In the last year 
the receipts from the Chicago postoffice were

ancee Angers Parents.

Father Says Man Figuring in 
Honolulu Dispatches Has 
Been Ostracized.

Raymond M. Baker, former automobile 
agent of Chicago and elsewhere, who is re- 
ported to have married Mrs. Eva B. Wallace, 
another's flancée, at Honolulu, will be warmly 
received if he returns to this city. 

But the reception will not be one of fond 
parents to the prodigal. His mother—always 
the last to criticise him in the past—is as anx- 
lous for his punishment now as the wife Ba- 
ker left behind in Chicago. His parents, 
wife, and, it is said, the police will participate 
in Baker's reception, and Raymond M. Baker 
Jr. will likely be a looker on. 

The repofted marriage appears to have 
been the last straw needed. The mother 
suffered a nervous breakdown yesterday at 
her residence, 7157 Princeton avenue, while 
the Chicago wife of the reported bridegroom 
consoled her and the little grandchild played 
nearby. 

Baker’s father, Charles W. Baker, for years 
secretary of the Chicago live stock exchange, 
threw up his hands in disgust, said his son 
was now ostracized from the family, that he 
deserved punishment, and expressed sympa- 
thy for his daughter-in-law and grandchild 
and sorrow for the trouble Raymond was 
causing to a good mother. 


Forgery Climax of Escapades. 

Young Baker, who is 29 years old, was 
raised in the neighborhood where his parents 
and his brothers and sisters reside, and it is 
said he gave promise of a bright future when 
he left college. However, he fel] into bad 
company, and soon staries of misconduct 
began reaching home. |] ‘ebruary, 1907, one 
of these escapades became a matter of public 
notice, * 
Raymond at that time passed a forged 
check on John F. Burke, secretary of the New 
York Pressed Brick company of Rochester, 
N. Y., was arrested and subsequently brought 
to Chicago by the poliee at the solicitation of 
Mr. Baker. That check was drawn on the 
Illinois Trust and Savings bank, and Mr. 
Baker effected a settlement. 
Mrs. Baker at the time gave out an inter- 
view that Raymond a few years previous was 
injured in a bicycle accident, which, she said, 
affected his mentality, and Mr. Baker, as one 
of the conditions to avert prosecution, prom- 
ised to have his son committed to a sani- 
tarium. It now is admitted the elder Baker 
did not succeed in having his son placed in an 
institution because the experts who examined 
him said his mind was in a norma! state. 
Another escapade followed, and it is said 
the young man was practically driven from 
home. There were other little affairs of bad 
deportment until about six monthsago, when 
his mother closed her purse strings to him 
and Raymond disappeared. Neithef parents 
nor wife received word concerning him until 
the news from Honolulu. 
What attracted Baker to Honolulu is a 
matter of conjecture. On the boat over, it is 
reported, he had many moonlight walks with 
the dashing Mrs. Wallace, who was going to 
the Hawalian capita! to become the bride of 
Charles Howard of San Francisco, the city 
from which she hails. Upon her arrival! she 
greeted Howard coldly, and before he could 
see her at a subsequent meeting which he 
arranged she was the bride of Baker. 


Father Says He Is Ostracized. 
The elder Baker -when seen during the day 
answered all questions. 
“ Yes, I guess it's my son, all right, though 
I have had no telegrams to confirm the origi- 
nal dispatch,’’ said the father. ‘‘ Raymond is 
ostracized from my home and cannot. again: 
live with the family under any circumstances. 
He was a good boy, but turned bad, and has 
been a disgrace to us for several years now. 
His wife and child still live in Chicago and I 
am looking after them. His wife is a good 
woman and has suffered much mortification 
through his escapades."’ 
“ Didn't you make a check good for hima 
couple of years ago when he was arrested in 
Rochester, N. Y., for grand larceny?” the 
heartbroken father was asked. 
“ Yes, I did, and I made good lots of other 
checks for him. He got into trouble while 
selling automobiles in Chicago, and he was 
supposed to be selling automobiles in Roches- 
ter when he passed that spurious check,’’ Mr.

The committee favored granting a fran- 
chise to the Chicago Postal Pneumatic Tube 
company for a tunnel under the river at 
Wells street, but as the ordinance did not 
describe the terminals it was sent back for 
redrafting. 


Causes for Pardons Recorded. 

Some interest was caused in the city hall 
by a declaration that the abolition of the 
practice of publishing in the council pro- 
ceedings the mayor's releases from the house 
of correction opened the way for abuses in 
granting pardons. Vernon L. Bean, assist- 
ant secretary to Mayor Busse, showed that 
every application now is thoroughly investi- 
gated and that the record shows fully the 
cause for the release in each case.

Mistake in Drawing of Spe- 
cial .Venire Allows De- 
fense to Score. 


NEW PANEL IS ORDERED. 


Efforts to Obtain Jury Will Be 
» Continued Today with 
Renewed Vigor. 


The efforts to obtain jurors to try the case of 
Martin B. (" Skinny "’) Madden and his asso- 
clates, charged with conspiracy, will be con- 
tinued today with renewed vigor in Judge 
McSurely's court, and it is expected that the 
jury will be completed by the last of the week. 

While State’s Attorney Wayman will fight 
against any union man being on the jury, the 
attorneys for the defense will make every ef- 
fort to have laboring men chosen. A venire 
of 100 men will be on hand this morning, and 


from this panel the lawyers will select the 


jurors. 

The case came to a sudden halt yesterday 
because of an error in the drawing of a spe- 
cial venire. Judge McSurely declared that 
the men should not have been summoned 
from the list of jurors prepared for the May 
term of court and that there should have been 
a special drawing by the commissioners. The 
defense scored a point through the error when 
the court ordered that their peremptory chal- 
lenges should be restored. Eighteen of these 
challenges had been exhausted in the pre- 
vious examination of veniremen. The five 
jurors already selected were not affected by 
the decision of Judge McSurely. 


Discovered by Wayman. 

The error in the drawing of the special 
venire was first discovered by State's Attor- 
ney Wayman, who, anticipating that the de- 
fense might demand a retrial of the case 
after the prosecution had put in its evidence, 
called the matter to the court’s attention. A 
eonference was held in Judge McSurely's 
chambers which was attended by all the 
lawyers in the case. , 

“ after an investigation into the manner fn 
which this special venire was drawn,” said 
Mr. Wayman, “ the state is of the opinion 
that it Is an illegal one. I also wish to state 
that there is no implication against the clerk 
of the Criminal court or any one else, but 
that the prosecution does not feel that the 
procedure was legal. 

“Tt seems that by error the men on the 


special venire were drawn from the regular | 


May panel of 1,000 men, whema special draw- 
ing should have been made. In furtherance 
of this motion I ask the court to issue an 
order to the clerk. to repair to the jury com- 
missioners and draw a special venire of 100 
for tomorrow morning.” 

The first 100 veniremen, it was said, were 
drawn from the regular May panel. It was 
conceded that this was perfectly legal and 
that the five jurors obtained from this panel 
were entitled to serve on the jury. 


Held Illegal by Court. 

‘*T concur In the view of the state’s attor- 
ney,’’ said the court, “‘ and while the special 
venire in this case was drawn in conformity 
with a long customary practice here, I donot 
believe it is legal. The five jurors already 
selected were obtained from the regular pane! 
and therefore must remain. The other jurors 
are excused. We will continue the examina- 
tion of veniremen until tomorrow morning.”

German Calls American Leg- 
islation ‘Potpourri of Ideas’ 
and ‘Peanut Protection. 


; 


ACTION BY REICHSTAG. 


International Agreement Passes 
on Two Readings in Teu- 
ton Parliament. 


BERLIN, May 18.—The Berne copyright 
convention as revised by the Berlin confer- 
ence last November passed its first and sec- 
ond readings in the reichstag today. The 
discussion called out a sharp attack upon 
the copyright legislation of the United States. 

Dr. Heinrich Mueller, Radical member from 
Meiningen, expressed the conviction that the 
new American copyright law was the 
“craziest potpourri of modern ideas and 


+ petty peanut protection that can be imag- 


ined.”” 

“It is a regular caricature of complexities 
and obscurities,”’ he said, “ and a contradic- 
tion of the words Mr. Roosevelt uttered when 


proposing it.”’ 

Continuing, Herr Mueller asked the minis- 
try whether the treaty of 18902 between Ger- 
many and the United States provided for the 
application of the new American law without 
further action on the part of the govern- 
ments concerned. 


Calls American Principles Petty. 

He asserted that the new legal attitude of 
the United States was untenable and that 
other civilized countries must not rest until 
America abandoned these petty and misera- 
ble principles. He explained that the United 
States probably would have to join the in- 
ternational convention before long. 

Heinrich Dove, Radical, declared that the 
United States, Holland, and Russia had at- 
tended the conference at Berlin last Novem- 
ber merely as camp followers. Foreign Sec- 
retary von Schoen described the recent Amer- 
ican law as a modification of existing condt- 
tions. , 

When the reichstag during the day passed 
the first and second readings of the patents 
and trademarks agreement between Ger- 
many and the United States the vote was 
unanimous. 


Thinks Americans Have Advantage. 

Dr. Junck, National Liberal, said that the 
agreement did not constitute any great prac- 
tical achievement for Germany, although it 
signified a theoretical advance. The Ameri- 
cans reaped the greater advantage from it, he 
asserted, for no compulsion to work patents 
existed in the United States, while under 
the agreement Americans were now released 
from the German compulsory clause. 

Whether the United States later would in- 
troduce compulsion, he added, was uncertain, 
but the agreement presented the possibility 
that Germany might secure some advantage 
which it hitherto did not possess. 

The patent agreement between Germany 
and the United States was signed at Wash- 
ington Feb. 23 by Secretary of State Bacon 
and Count von Bernstorff, the German am- 
basador, and was ratified by the United 
States senate on April 15. 


VIENNA TO WELCOME KAISER. 


City Is Gayly Bedecked with Bunting— 
Imposing Naval Review 
Takes Place. 


VIENNA, May 13.—The city is gayly be- 
decked with bunting and evergreens to wel- 
come the German emperor and empress to- 
morrow. The Hohenzollern, with the sover- 
eigns aboard, arrived at Polatoday. There 
was an imposing naval review in honor of the 
royal visitors, comprising all the Austro- 
Hungarian warships in home waters.

In the darkness the 
party got off the main road. Mr. Riddle was 
thrown a distance of thirty-five feet, strick- 
ing on his head and suffered a concussion at 
the base of the brain. The Others were 
thrown fully forty-five feet distant, but es- 
caped serious injuries. 

Mr. Riddle was elected lieutenant governor 
of Kansas in 1884 on the Republican ticket 
and served during Gov. John A. Martin's 
administration until 1889. For twenty-five 
years he had been editor and owner of the 
Minneapolis Messenger.

New York Friends Pay Trib- 
utes in Metropolitan 
Opera House. 


ROOM DRAPED IN BLACK. 


Private Ceremony at Home of 
Widow Precedes Other 
Exercises. 


New York, May 13.—[Special.}—There was 
a vast throng at the Metropolitan opera 
house this morning when the public funeral 
services for Heinrich Conried were held. It 
whs not an official service held by the Metro- 
pGlitan opera company.

hree rows in the right division orchestra 
stalls were hung in black, and in them sat 
Mrs. Conried, R. G. Conried, her son; her 
mother, Mrs. Sperling; Frederick, Henry, and 
other members of the Sperling family. The 
proscenium arch was decorated in black. In 
the center of the stage, well down toward the 
footlights, stood the catafalque of black 
cloth, to which six steps ascended. Behind 
these on both sides of the stage were clumps 
of towering palms. 


Draped Bust of Impresario. 

The draped bust of Heinrich Conried stood 
at one end of the catafalque with a high 
lyre of pink and white roses on one side and 
a massive heart of violets and sweet peas on 
the other. On both sides of the catafalque 
were two candelabra with seven lights each. 

The orchestra, which was seated in the 
pit, played Beethoven's “ Funeral March.” 
Rabbi Wise began the ceremonies by read- 
ing from the psalms. After he finished read- 
ing the men and boys who had taken part 
in the chorus of ‘‘ Parsifal ’’ sang “* Crossing 
the Bar.’’ 

Pays Tribute to Conried. 

The first speaker was Charles Burnham of 
the Managers’ association, who was followed 
in a tribute to Conried by Prof. Carpenter. 
A quartet sang part of the “ Largo” of 
Handel, after which Rabbi Wise spoke of the 
great service accomplished by any man who 
brought together two such nations as Ger- 
many and the United States as Mr. Conried 
had done by producing in this country the 
classics of German drama. To the music of 
Chopin's “ Funeral March” the body was 
caried from the stage, followed by the pall- 
bearers. 

Previous to the public ceremonies there was 
a private service in Mrs. Conried’s home, 65 
West Seventy-first street. The body was 
taken to Cypress Hills cemetery and placed 


in a vault.

It has been to the senate 
committee which is considering Mayor 
Busse's electrification bill that if author- 
ity to regulate the motive power of rail- 
roads is put in the hands of any public 
body it should go to the railroad an4 
warehouse commission. It is hardly nec- 
essary to say that the suggestion comes 
from the railroads. If there is to be any 
legislation on the subject they wish it to 
be so feeble and inert that they will not 
be interfered with. 

The question whether the terminals of 
& particular railroad shal) be electrified in 
whole or part is purely a local one. It can 
be handled properly only by the local au- 
thorities: Three estimable gentlemen who 
have their office at Springfield, and whose 
time is supposed to be taken up in matters 
which are of general interest to the ship- 
pers and carriers. of the state, have not the 
leisure to investigate the Chicago smoke 
nuisance, the part the railroads play in it, 
and the best method of regulating them. 

For that very reason the railroads 
would rather trust themselves to the rail- 
road and warehouse commission, an ap- 
pointive body responsible to the governur 
alone, than to a city council elected by 
and responsible to citizens who are great- 
ly tormented by the railroad smoke nui- 
sance, They know that they would have 
more influénce with the commission than 
with the couneil, 

That is one potent reason why the sux- 
gestion of the roads should not be ac- 
cepted. The other reason is that electri- 
fication within a city is a municipal ques 
tion with which outsiders should hava 
uothing to do. In local matters let us 
have home rule, not Springfield rule. 
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VETO IT. 

The bill amending the indeterminate 
sentence law by authorizing juries to hx 
the maximum term of imprisonment has 
gone to the governor. If he were to sign 
it or permit it to become a law he would 
admit the justice of the censure bestowed 
on his board of pardons during the legis- 
lative debates, One great argument for 
the bill was that political influences ruled 
the board and that convicts "those infiu- 
ences worked for could’ get out, while 
friendless prisoners had to rot in the peni- 
tentiary until they had served their full 
terms. If Gov. Deneen were to sign the 
bill he would be morally bound to get a 
uew board of pardorts. 

The bill is vicious in itself. It imposes 
on petit juries responsibilities to which, 
as a rule, they are not equal. According 
to one of the advocates of the bill, “ it 
simply says that the jury from the com- 
munity, who knows the man, his family, 
his history, and. the full details of the 
crime, shall say what the full term of his 
punishment shail be.” That is unspeak- 
able nonsense, so far as Cook county is 
concerned. How little this community or 
the juries drawn from it know about the 
men who are daily being sent to the peni- 
tentiary for burglery, larceny, and other 
crimes! The average jury can determine 
the question of a man’s guilt with reason- 
able accuracy. When it comes to saying 
whether a burglar should stay in the peni- 
tentiary two years or twenty it would be 
all at sea. It would return blind verdicts, 
giving one man too many years and an- 
other too few. The persons who are com- 
petent to decide on the length of time a 
man should stay in prison are those who 
watch his conduct day by day and can 
form an intelligent opinion as to whether 
he is irreclaimable or is ready to turn over 
a new leaf. 

The bill ie immoral! in that # would en- 
able state’s attorneys to make trades with 
indicted men, “Plead guilty,” says the 
state’s attorney, “and you shall get off 
with a short sentence.” The criminal con- 
sents; the state’s attorney escapes the 
trouble of a contested trial, scores a con- 
viction, and gets credit for being an effi- 
cient official. 

The bill has not one redeeming feature 
and should be vetoed. 
IN BAD TASTE. 

There was unveiled at Andersonville, 
Ga., a monument to Capt. Henry Wirs 
of the confederate army. The monument 
was erected through the efforts of the 
United Daughters of the Confederacy of 
Georgia. There are many Georgians who 
commanded regiments and divisions who 
have not been honored thus. They have 
been passed by to commemorate a captain 
who is remembered only because he was 
in command of a prison camp where 
18,000 union soldiers are buried and be 
cause be was hanged after having been 
found guilty by a military commission of 
having conspired to injure the health and 
destroy the lives of the prisoners in his 
charge amd of having murdered some of 


_them in violation of the laws and cus- 


toms of war. 

A saner view can be taken now of the 
Andersonville question than was possible 
in 1865, when Wirz was executed. The 
confederate government was willing 10 
exchange man for man all the prisoners 
it held, It would thereby have strength- 
enéd its grmies, prolonged the war, anil 


added to the number of its victims. Since 


that would baye been the result. an ex- 
change was refused. . 

It was easier for the north to care fur 
prisoners of war than it was for the 
south. As a matter of military necessity 
the confederates had to care first for the 
soldiers at the front. So poor were their 
transportation facilities that the men in 
the trenches at Petersburg were often on’ 
short rations. This may be urged in miti- 
gation of the inadequate supply at An- 
dersonvillie, but with a little more enerzy 
the prisoners could have been better fed. 

The prison guard was small and made 
up largely of half grown boys, There 
‘was the ever present fear of a concerted 


outbreak by the prisoners. That fear ex- 
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condition of the prisoners without being 
fulse to his duty, but he could not see it, 
or, if he did, he refused to -act. 

- If Wirz were to be tried today allow- 
ances would be made for his difficult posi- 
tion which could not be made in 1865. 
He would not be sent to the gallows, but 
hé would not escape punishment. Hven 
admitting that he ought not to have been 
hanged, the United Danghters of the Con- 
federacy cannot make a hero or a martyr 
of him. He never showed a vestige of 
sympathy for the brave men who were in 
his custody. He was an unfeeling and 
sometimes brutal jailer. As this is the 
best history will condescend to say of 
him, and as there are thousands of north. 
ern homes where his name is odious, the 
Daughters of the Confederacy. were 
guilty of poor judgment and bad taste ip 
giving bim a monument. The south 
should disown him and ask that his name 
be forgotten. 


A TIMELY REVIEW. 

At the annual meeting of the State His- 
torical. society, just held in Springfield, 
the dean of the college of law of the 
state university, former Judge Harker, 
made an opportune address on the efforts 
to divorcee judicial elections from politics 
in Tlinois. 

The survey is reassuring. From the 
earliest days of the state attempts have 
been made from time to time by politi- 
cians and parties to gain control over the 
courts. And in many instances they have 
been successful. But almost invariably 
fhe people have rebuked these invasions, 
ignoring party ties and party advantage. 
Not only has this been the rule, but as a 
natural result political manipulation seems 
to have steadily diminished as the years 
have gone by. 

There js, of course, much to be desired 
in our present situation. Polities and 
partisanship still play too large a part 
in the selection of judges. But it is en- 
couraging to realize that from the very 
beginning our people have been jealous 
of the freedom of the judiciary and have 
been determined in their purpose to place 
the courts above all foreign considera- 
tions, 

As we are approaching an important 
judicial election in this county, it is weil 
for every citizen to reaffirm his allegiance 
to this important policy and to make sure 
that when he enters the voting booth his 
choice be founded on his judgment of the 
judicial fitness of his candidates and not, 
more than is humanly inevitable, biased 
by any other considerations. 
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A DISTURBING SITUATION. 

Automobile traffic cannot be regulated 
by Chicago except to the limited extent 
permitted by a relatively lax state law. 
The city cannot check the habit some 
chauffeurs have of speeding their ma-. 
chines between the curb and the street 
ear from which’ some one may be alight- 
ing. If in s¢ doing they knock people 


“down and sometimes kill, the city can do 


nothing. — ; | 

The state law explicitly prohibits any 
city or village from passing any order, 
resolution, or ordinance in respect to the 
use or speed of motor cars. These ma- 
chines may be run at ten miles an hour 
in congested parts of the city. They may 
be sent around corners at six miles an 
hour. They may have the speed quick- 
ened to fifteen miles in less thickly set- 
tled parts of the city, The state law 
permits those rates. The city has no 
right to alter them, 

The opinion of the corporation counsel's 
office shows a disturbing situation. Some 
effective. remedy. should be obtained at 
once. The long list of acciuents, many of 
them fatal, contains more than one evi- 
dence of recklessness in driving that is 
little short of criminal. The care of the 
chauffeur is not a sufficient safeguard 
for the citizen. The state law is not suf- 
ficiently severe. And it is an impossible 
situation to think of that would permit 
the continuance of present conditions in 
the face of accident after accident th:t 
imperils human life.

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ING FERDINAND of Bulgaria is 
‘ Ohee more in the bad graces of the 

Roman Catholic church, and _ inci- 

dentally has shown again his indiffer- 

ence to the fulfiliment of solemn prom- 
izes. On the occasion of his first marriage 
to Princess Louise of Bourbon, daughter of 
the late duke of Parma, he solemnly pledged 
himself, both in writing and by a verbal oath, 
with his hand on the gospeis, that the chil- 
dren born to the union shewld be brovsht up 
as Catholics. Despite this, he caused his 
eldest boy, when about 4 years of age, to be 
converted from catholicism to the Greek 
orthodox rite, with the objeet of coneiliating 
Russia, and securing the czar's recognition 
of his election to the throne of Bulgaria, 
which until that time had been withheld. 

For this Ferdinand was subjected to the 
penalties of minor excommunication. His 
father-in-law, the duke of Parma, instituted 
& suit against him for the annulment of the 
Onanclal features of the marriage contract 
On the ground of violation of its stipulations 
in connection with the creed of his eldest 
boy. The princess left her husband, but was 
bersuaded by the church to return to him 
for the sake of her other children. But she 
never recovered from the blow. Her spirit 
was broken, and, fretting in the belief that 
her first born, owing to hia being without 
the pale of her church, would be separated 
from her in the great hereafter, died of an 
iliness superinduced by melancholia. What 
still further had increased her sorrow was 
the care observed by hia tutors to protect him 
from her religious (nfluences. 

When a couple of yeats ago Ferdinand mar- 
ried again, and this time a Lutheran princess, 
he sought the sanction of the Catholic church 
to the union. The Catholic primate of Bul- 
garia intervened at Rome in his behalf, and, 
owing to Ferdinand’s antecedents and con- 
duct in connection with hie former mar- 
riage, experienced much difficulty in obtain- 
ing the authorization. It was only granted 
on the solemn promise by Ferdinand that 
there should be but one religious ceremony— 
hamely: a Catholic one, and no Protestant 
ritual, either before or after. Ferdinand wag 
perfectly free to wed Princess Eleanor of 
Reuse in whatever fashion he liked. Al) 
that the pope demanded was that if there 
was a Catholic ceremony, there should not 
be a Protestant one. 


> 


Yet, notwithstanding these pledges given 


of his wife, and went through a Lutheran 
marriage cereniony within twenty-four houre 
after the celebration of the Catholic rite. On 
being called upon for an explanation by the 
church for the breaking of his promise, he 
pleaded that he had been merely a passive 
participant in the Lutheran ceremony, and 
had refrained from the liturgical! responses; 
which was a lie, and which, even if it hed 
been true, would have been a mere piece of 
discreditable sophistry. Today he ig in the 
blackest books of the church of Rome, and is 
barred. from its sacraments. 

While acknowledging the clevernese with 
which he has achieved the aim of his ambi- 
tion—namely: hie recognition by the great 
powers as king of an independent Bulgaria, 
he never would have been able to accomplish 
this had he not been utterly cevoid of scru- 
ple, especially In the matter of keeping faith. 
Indeed, hig reign, ever since he went to 
Bulgaria as ite ruler, within twenty-four 
houre after giving a voluntary and solemn 
promise to Emperor Alexander III. that un- 
der no circumstances would he accept the 
crown, has been one long record of broken 
pledges: not mere political undertakings, but 
personal words ®f honor; in some cases 
emphasized by oaths on the gospels. 
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Every American tourist who has visited 
Japan will rece the superb Buddhigt tem- 
ples in the Shida park at Tokio, containing 
the tombe of the Tycoons, and which in their 
ensemble were the Tokio counterpart of that 
London Walhalla, Westminsterabbey. They 
have just been entirely destroyed by fire, with 
all the priceless treasures of art and litere- 
ture which they contained, nothing remain- 
ing save the wonderful red gates. The pre- 
siding abbot of these shrines always has 
shown himeelf extremely broad minded; and 
thirty years ago placed one of the largest 
and most beautiful of the chapels at the 
disposal of the English envoy, Sir Harry 
Parkes, for gervices of the Church of England 
on every Sunday. For many years, indeed, 
the English people at Tokio were wont to 
worship every Sabbath morning in that 
chapel and to receive the sacraments from 
an altar devoted to the worship of Buddha. 
while the ceiling and the walls were adorned 
with wonderfy! paintings and carvings i!lus- 
trating divine punishment of the wicked, ac- 
cording to Buddhist ideaa. 
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President Fallieres has become, through 
his investiture with the Italian Order af the 
Annunolation by the duke of Genoa the other 
day, on the occasion of the visit of the Italian 
fleet to Nice, a titular cousin of King Victor 
Emmanuel, The order in question is even 
still more rarely conferred than the English 
Order of the Garte® Outside of the princes 
of the reigning house of Savoy there are 
not more than six, or at the most eight, 
Italians who have received it, and they have 
become invested thereby with almost royal 
prerogatives, which are extended to their 
wives. For the Dames of the Knights of the 
Annunciation are, like the princes of the 
blood, accorded seats at the great state func- 
tions, where everybody else is compelled to 
remain standing. 

The order was founded by that Count 
Amadeus who was created first duke of 
Savoy by Emperor Sigismund, and who 
afterwards reigned for a number of years as 
pope under the title of Felix V. He was 
originally instituted ‘“‘in honor of God and 
of the blessed Virgin Mary, and also to the 
honor of all the heavenly choirs,” the knights 
being called upon to swear among other 
things *‘ to defend and maintain and restore 
the estates and Mberties of our holy mother, 
the church,” although other provisions of 
this vow were modified by King Charles 
Albert of Sardinia in 1540, yet to this day the 
oath which the knightstake on their appoint- 
ment to the order pledges them in the most 
solemn manner ‘‘ to defend, maintain, and re- 
establish the dignity of our mother, the holy 
church, and of the holy apostolic seat at 
Rome.” It is difficult to understand how 
President Fallieres can reconcile this vow 
with the attitude which the government of 
which he is the supreme head, hae for the 
last three years maintained towards the 
papacy.

The insignia of the order consists of a 
badge upon which is represented a picture of 
the annunciation to the virgin by the Arch- 
angel Gabriel, and is hung around the neck, 
not by a ribbon, but by a small chain of gold. 
The badge, as well as the star which is worn 
in connection therewith on the left breast, 
bear on them the curious word “ Fertg’ the 
meaning and origin of which were a matter 
of no end of speculation, even to the most 
learned antiquarians and historiens, until 
the mystery was set at rest some years ago 
by the discovery of a medal issued toe com- 
memorate the marriage of Duke Charles Em- 
manuel of Sayoy to Princess Catherine of 
Spain in 1580. The medal has on one side 
the effigies of the royal couple and on the 
reverse their arms, with the words “ Fert 
refertque " (take and retake), which is noth- 
ing more than the heginning of the well 
known verse of Virgil on the episode of Dido.

In announcing the other day in these 
columns that the emperor had revived in 
favor of Count Alexander Munster his late 
father’s dignity of prince, which had been 
bestowed in the first place merely for life, 
I find that I omitted to state that the eldest 
son of the late Prince Count Ernest Munster, 
who died in a madhouse near Vienna, left an 
only son of the name of Viadimir by his mar- 
riage with a member of the Roumanian fam- 
ily of Ghika. This son, now 23 years of age, 
is a lieutenant of the Prussian regiment of 
Seidlitz Culrassiers at Halberatadt, but not 
having the means of supporting princely, 

owing to the fact that his spendthrift 
father died virtually insolvent, has been 
passed over by the emperor. The late prince 
was much opposed to his eldest son's mar- 
riage, and before he died arranged that all 
the family estates and property should go to 
his second son.

importance. She was great as an admin- 
istrator, but the author feels that this wom- 
an, once so open minded, became here ab- 
sorbed in things hostile to learning, and so 
helped to end the day of learned ladies and 
postpone woman's edvancement by two cen- 
turies.

CONSUMPTION MAKES GAINS IN 
SPITE OF FIGHT, SAYSSTRAUS 


New York Philanthropist Backs Up His 
Statement with Statistics in Talk at 
National Convention. 


Washington, D. C., May 13,—That the vig- 
orous campeign against tuberculosis has 
failed to check the great white plague was 
the charge made today by Nathan Straus, 
the New York philanthropist, at the fifth 
annual meeting of the National Association 
for the Study and Prevention of Tuberculo- 
sis here today. 

Mr. Straus backed up his assertion by off- 
cial statistics from the New York health 
department, showing an increase of 33 per 
cent in two years in cases of tuberculosis 
in the city that Dr. Koch described as lead- 
ing the whole world in the fight against the 
disease. The reason for this failure to make 
headway. Mr. Straus declared, was the neg- 
lect of the mischief wrought by the tubercu- 
losis dairy cow, 

The report of the executive secretary, Liv- 
ingston Farrington, showed a new ™er-oer- 
ship of 600, making ea total of 2:07. Cne 
of the most striking advances made during 
the year was that 34 out of 40 state legisia- 
tures have considered tuberculosis legisia- 
tion. The number of state and locel so- 
cieties for the study and prevention of tu- 
berculosis formed during we year was 136, 
making a total of 290; special tuberculosis dis- 
pensaries established, 85, making a total of 
229 and the number of sanitaria and hos- 
pitals for tuberculosis was. 86, making a total 
of 208 with a bed capacity of over 15,000.

‘*The government irrigation work has also 
been immensely helpful and will be more 
so in the future in providing small farms of 
rich land. It is the only department of the 
government, by the way, that is conducted 
with some regard to business principles. 


Fear “Vicious” Interference. 

‘‘The railroads of the west have but one 
thing to fear—meddlesome and vicious inter- 
ference in the conduct of their business by 
legislatures and commissions having no in- 
terest in the property and no knowledge of 
railroad matters, elected not to do justice but 
for the sole purpose of getting as much as 
possible out of the corporations in increased 
service and reduced rates. 

“As to the Santa Fé, it is making large 
improvements to its existing lines and it is 
planning a few short branches in territories 
which are suffering for transportation, but 
is proceeding cautiously and will be ready to 
stop in case of further raids on it. 

“I think that public sentiment has slightly 
changed and is less tolerant of persecutions 
of the railroads, but there are some polli- 
ticilans who have not yet found this out."’ 


Storekeepers to Meet Here. 


The Railway Storekeepers’ association will 
hold its sixth annual convention, beginning 
on Monday and lasting three days, at the 
Auditorium hotel. J. H. Callaghan, general 
storekeeper of the Canadian Pacific railway 
at Montreal, is president, and J. P. Murphy, 
general storekeeper of the Lake Shore at 
Collinwood, O., is secretary and treasurer. 

The members of the Chicago Traffic club 
will make a trip to Gary, Ind., next Tuesday 
to visit and inspect the town and theplant of 
the Indiana Steel company. 

The Indiana railroad commission has is- 
sued an order requiring all trains within 
the state to be equipped with surgical cases, 
containing material for first aid to the in- 
jured. The order is to take effect within 
ninety days and applies to both freight and 
passenger trains. 


Decrease in Fatalities. 

Statistics compiled from reports of the in- 
terstate commerce committee show there 
were 1,982 fewer fatalities to passengers and 
employés in railway accidents during the 
calendar year 1908 than in 1907. Comparing 
the returns for 1908 with those for the fiscal 
year 1906-07, the decrease in fatalities was 
even more gratifying, being 2,173, or 438.4 
percent. Of these the decrease in passengers 
killed was from 570 to 292, or nearly 48.8 per 
cent, and in employés from 4,430 to 2,535, or 
43 per cent. 

Committees representing bondholders of 
the failed Chicago Southern and Southern 
Indiana railways have réturned from a two 
days’ inspection of the properties. 


PASTOR BACK FROM PALESTINE. 


The Rev. William Chalmers Covert Re- 
turns to Chicago After Three Months 
of Travel Abroad. 


The Rev. liam Chalmers Covert of For- 
ty-first St Presbyterian church returned 
to Chicago yesterday after three months of 
travel in Eyrope and Palestine. 

“On getting home again I am struck with 
the potentialities of our people and our coun- 
try,’’ said Dr. Covert. “‘ Every year sees us 
more like England. This has been particu- 
larly true of the last ten years, which have 
witnessed many differences wiped out. An 
example of this is Mr. Selfridge's store there. 
It is just like. Marshall Field & Co.’s, except 
that it is smaller."’ 

Dr. Covert rode on horseback in the holy 
land and he also heard much of the Turkish 
tfoubles.
